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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


By a singular coincidence a case 
Similarity in has been decided in a Connecti- 
Pharmaceutical Names cut court within a few days af- 
ter the publication of our note 
on the similarity in pharmaceutical names in which a mistake 
arising from such similarity was punished by the award of dam- 
ages against a druggist. In this case, which occurred in Con- 
necticut, the patient was given calomel instead of calumba. It 
was charged that serious damage was suffered, and suit was 
brought for a considerable sum. This was cut down, however, 
by the jury to $160, which was deemed sufficient salve for the 
physical discomfort arising from the error. As pointed out by 
a letter to the editor, printed in another column, Otto Rauben- 
heimer directed attention to the danger of confusion on account 
of similarity of names at the Richmond meeting of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association, and very shortly after that 
meeting adjourned a fatal error was made in Richmond itself 
by a druggist who dispensed lygol when laxol was ordered. We 
should be glad if our readers would send us any incidents they 
may know of or information which they may have accentuating 
the need for some systematic supervision of pharmaceutical 
nomenclature. Such incidents and information will aid in 
strengthening the demand for the establishment of the proposed 


international committee on pharmaceutical nomenclature.

Restricting the Sale of rection of paternalism is quite 
Poison evident throughout the United 

States. However much this trend 

may be deprecated, it seems to be the natural and inevitable 
consequence of ‘a higher civilization and a congested population. 
Primeval man protected his own rights and was the judge, jury 
and executioner of his own ideas of law. But as the congestion 
of population brings individuals into closer contact at every 
turn, the state must step in to determine what are the rights of 
the individual and to protect them. When each man was him- 
self his own judge, jury and executioner he went about armed 
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cap-a-pie, and not infrequently his judgments were contested 
and rendered void by the exercise of superior force on the part 
of the other party to the case. We have changed all this, and 
now if a man steals our goods, maligns our actions, or traduces 
our honor, we serve him with a warrant requiring him to show 
cause why he should not pay damages in the sum of $— with 
costs. Life is less picturesque, but more safe. In the same 
way our forefathers bought their epsom salts, their laudanum, 
their strychnine and their shoes and their shot and powder from 
the same dealer, whose knowledge of the goods sold was lim-

macist, to whom their sale is rightly restricted, must comply 
with certain formalities as to registration, etc., before selling 
them. The Kansas Board of Pharmacy has recently ruled that 
under the law of 1887 poisoned fly papers cannot be sold except 
by registered pharmacists. Wood alcohol and Paris green also 
are put on the taboo list by the Kansas board. This is going a 
step further than other boards of pharmacy have gone, and it is 
a question whether the action of the Kansas board will be up- 
held by the courts. But whether this action is upheld now or 
not, the effort to enforce such a ruling is an important indica- 
tion of the tendency of the times, and we foresee the time when 
some such rule will be enforced in all the states. Since the 
pharmacist is being hampered with so many restrictions, it is 
certainly but fair that he should have such compensating ad- 
vantage as may follow the restriction of the sale of all poisons 
to pharmacists, particularly when such restriction tends to pro- 


mote the safety of the public.

Many of the state pharmaceutical associa- 
tions, and several medical organizations, 
including the American Medical Associa- 
tion, have adopted resolutions requesting 
that the daily newspapers refrain from the publication of the 
details regarding the methods used in committing suicide 
on the grounds that the publication of such details offers a sug- 
gestion to others resulting in more suicides by the same means. 
There is no desire, apparently, to appeal to legal means of re- 
striction, as any such restriction would be unconstitutional, being 
in the nature of a restriction of the freedom of the press. The 
appeal is made solely to the good will of the directors of the 
press, the argument being that no good end is served by the 
publication of such details, while their publication will tend to 
still further increase the number of suicides.

The Freedom of eth for so long a time that one fears to 


the Press undertake any kind of control of the news- 
papers even by the exertion of moral in- 
fluence. With us, the United States, this “freedom” has in too 


many instances degenerated inte license; the newspaper can and 
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does say things which inflict irreparable damage and does so 
with little or-no consideration of the feelings or the purse of 
the victim. If the press is not deterred from the publication of 
scandalous and untrue stories about individuals, by fear of suits 
for libel, and the courts are filled with these, it is hardly to be 
expected that they will accede to the protest of any associations, 
however powerful they may be, whose only weapon is the argu- 
ment of public good, particularly when there are those who 
question whether such publication really has any such detri- 
mental effect as is assigned to it. 


THE CHARGES AGAINST DR. WILEY 

E present in full in our news columns the charges made by 
the personnel committee recommending that Dr. Wiley, 
Dr. Kebler, Dr. Bigelow and Dr. Rusby be punished on the 
eround that the details of the arrangement made under which 
Dr. Rusby was to receive a salary of not more than $1,600 annu- 
ally were in contravention of a law which prohibits the payment 
of more than $4,000 annually to a scientific expert. Dr. Rusby 
was first engaged by the Bureau of Agriculture at a salary of 
$20 a day to act as pharmacognosist to make examinations of 
drugs being imported into the United States, including his appear- 
ances in court. The highest aggregate sum which he has been 
paid under this arrangement amounted to about $1,400in a year. 
It having been discovered that a law had been passed in 1868 
prohibiting the payment of more than $4,000 a year or $9 a day 
to a scientific expert, the previous arrangement with Dr. Rusby 
was abrogated. He declined to serve at $9 a day unless he were 
paid $50 a day when he appeared in court. An arrangement was 
then made under which he was to receive a sum not exceeding 
$1,600 a year, with the understanding that if the sum earned at 
a rate of $9 a day as pharmacognosist and $50 a day as expert 
witness in a court should amount to less than $1,600 in the aggre- 
gate during the year, he would return the unearned balance of 
the salary to the government. He had been paid less than $100 
under this agreement when its legality was called into question 
and the personnel committee of the department instructed to in- 
vestigate the matter. Their report as printed elsewhere was 
submitted to Attorney General Wickersham, who recommended 
that Dr. Wiley be given an opportunity to resign; that Dr. Keb- 
ler, chief of the drug division, and Dr, Bigelow, chief of the food 
division, and assistant chief of the bureau, be reduced in rank, 
and that Dr. Rusby be dismissed. The matter is in the hands of 
the President, who has not yet acted on the recommendation. 
The committee on expenditures of the Agricultural Department 
have called on the department for copies of the papers in the 
case, and the members of the majority of that committee have 
intimated that an investigation will be carried on which will dis- 
close the machinations of those both within and without the de- 

partment who have sought Dr. Wiley’s removal. 


HE publication of the charges against Dr. Wiley stirred up 
his numerous friends to active work in his support. Presi- 

dent Taft has been deluged with telegrams, letters and calls 
from those who see in the incident evidence of the machinations 
of offenders who have been punished under the food and drugs 
act. Attorney General Wickersham, whose phrase “merit con- 
dign punishment” has furnished material for many humorous 
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paragraphs by the literary cognoscenti, faces a situation more 
serious than that caused by his lapse in English. The Depart- 
ment of Justice has paid out enormous sums to special counsel 
and in some cases the recipients of these sums have at the 
same time held office as district attorneys of the United States. 
In one such case Marion Erwin, while drawing his regular salary 
as United States district attorney for the Southern District of 
Georgia, received $76,724 as special counsel for the United States 
in the Gaynor-Greene-Carter suits, and testified before a com- 
mittee of congress that he expected this sum to amount to 
$100,000 before the cases were concluded. The fees paid the 
“trust busters” acting as special counsel have exceeded even the 
figure named. It certainly seems that Mr. Wickersham and the 
departmental authorities have swallowed several large camels of 
payment before straining at the gnat of technical irregularities 
charged in the case of Dr. Rusby’s salary. 


T is even intimated that one outcome of the agitation may be 
the retirement of the Secretary of Agriculture himself, who, 
it is reported, is not in entire accord with Dr. Wiley’s rigorous 
interpretation and vigorous enforcement of the food and drugs 
act. The press of the United States has been filled with expres- 
sions of approval of Dr. Wiley and his work and of condemna- 
tion of the recommendation of Attorney General Wickersham, 
and the political leaders of the opposition to the government have 
hastened to make capital out of the embarrassing situation in 
which the adfhinistration finds itself in considering these charges 
and recommendations. Whatever else may happen it seems quite 
certain that Dr. Wiley and his administration of the food and 
drugs act have received a stronger endorsement than ever at the 
hands of the public. 


THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE AMERICAN PHAR- 
MACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 


HE volume containing the proceedings of the American 

Pharmaceutical Association at the fifty-eighth annual meet- 

ing, held at Richmond, Va., in May, 1910, has just been pub- 

lished. It is a dignified volume, octavo size, bound in cloth, and 

contains 1448 pages. The size of the book seems to increase an- 

nually, as Volume 56, for 1908, contained 1203 pages, and Vol- 
ume 57, for 1909, 1319 pages. 


HE first part of the book, some 416 pages, consists of the 
excellent Report on the Progress of Pharmacy for the 
year ending June 30, 1910, by the venerable Prof. C. Lewis 
Diehl, of Louisville, the reporter of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association. This report is admirably divided as fol- 
lows: Proceedings of the local branches, pharmacy, divided 
into chapters on apparatus and manipulation, preparations alpha- 
betically arranged into groups, as aque, elixiria linimenta, 
syrupi, tincture, etc, and a chapter on new remedies. The 
chapter on materia medica is alphabetically arranged according 
to natural orders. Inorganic chemistry is followed by organic 
chemistry, which is divided into hydrocarbons, alcohols and 
derivatives, fixed oils and fats, carbohydrates, organic acids and 
bases, glucosides and neutral principles, and albuminoids. ‘The 
great value of this part of the volume can be appreciated when 
we mention that the principal papers on the subjects mentioned 
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from the entire civilized world are herein abstracted in an expert 
manner for which Professor Diehl deserves great credit. 


HE minutes of the twelve general sessions of the association 

at Richmond—that is to say, the business part, occupy 154 
pages, while about 750 pages are devoted to the proceedings of 
the different sections; 36 pages to the commercial section, 129 
pages to the section on education and legislation, 355 pages to 
the scientific section, 200 pages to the section on practical 
pharmacy and dispensing, and 15 pages to the historical section. 


_— those who attended the Richmond meeting fuly appre- 

ciate what a great fund of knowledge was contained in the 
papers and discussions in the various sections. Among some of 
the specially interesting features at that meeting we might men- 
tion the symposium on chemical assays and on biological stand- 
ardization in the scientific section, and the symposium on the 
pharmacopeeias of the world in the practical pharmacy section. 
The great number of valuable papers and the lively discussions 
evoked have increased the size of Volume 58 and have conse- 
quently caused delay in its publication. We earnestly recom- 
mend a careful study of the proceedings and we advise all 
pharmacists who wish to be fully informed in their profession 
to become members of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion and take an active part in the annual convention, which this 
year takes place in Boston, on August 14 to 19. The annual 
dues are but $5 and a copy of the proceedings actually costs 
more, while the valuable information contained therein is worth 
many times its cost. Before closing, we also want to comment 
favorably on the make up of the book, its paper and typography, 
and also the excellent half tone photos of two deceased presi-

“passed on to the public,” as was apparently expected by the

of the stamp is added to the retail price, to offer any protest

aon (alice of drawback upon such items as shall have paid an in- 
ternal revenue tax when exported, and grants to any manufac- 
turer of proprietary goods the privilege of furnishing, at his 
own expense, dies or designs for stamps to be used by him on 
his own goods, subject to the approval of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue and to the understanding that such dies or de- 
signs are not to be duplicated by any other person. As a condi- 
tion precedent to permitting the furnishing and use of an indi- 
vidual design, the manufacturer is required to purchase stamps 
printed from it in quantities of not less than $2,000 face value at 
any one time. Every manufacturer or his representative will be 
compelled to file a declaration at the end of every month with 
the internal revenue collector for his district to the effect that 
during the month no article of such manufacturer coming within 
the scope of the proposed act has left the premises unless charged 
with the proper stamp tax. Articles of foreign manufacture, 
moreover, will be subject to the same rates of taxation as those of 
domestic origin, in addition to having to pay the regular import 
duty, and it is further provided in the Sherley bill that the in- 
ternal revenue stamps, required by. existing law on imported 
merchanflise, shall be affixed thereto and canceled at the expense 
of the owner or importer before the withdrawal of the goods for 


consumption. 


.” nearly every state association meeting resolutions have 
been adopted opposing the Sherley stamp tax. This is high- 
ly desirable, but it is not sufficient to impress the members of 
congress. Every druggist who does not care to contribute 
at least $80 a year of special taxation under this measure 
should make it his business to write to every representative in 
congress and to every senator from his state, protesting against 
the bill, and should, further, get as many of his friends as pos- 
sible to do so. The members of congress have practically no 
other way of judging the views of their constituents than by 
the number of protests against or commendations of any bill 
which they may have under consideration. Any enterprising 
druggist can get at least a dozen men to write to their con- 
gressman. opposing the measure. If each one does this we 
may rest assured that some other less unpopular method will 


be found «for increasing the revenues of the United States.

Physiological Testing 
Principles and Practice Followed in Testing the Physiological Activity of Drugs—Functions 
Altered in Degree, but Not in Kind—Recording and Reading Results

ANY of the older members present were in active phar- 
maceutical practice at the beginning of practical serum 
therapy, which was inaugurated by the carefully worked out re- 
searches of Roux, Behring, Arensen and others, which were 
presented at the International Congress of Hygiene in 1894 in 
Budapest. This date is looked upon in a way as a milestone com- 
memorating the inauguration of modern biological therapeutics. 
At that time I was engaged with Professor Cushny in prepar- 
ing a practical course in laboratory pharmacology, and it seemed 
to me that it would be entirely feasible and much more simple 
to develop a system of physiological testing for such drugs as 
were not amenable to chemical assay than it would to test upon 
animals the potency of diphtheria toxin and antitoxin. Ac- 
cordingly experiments were commenced along this line, and, 
since I believe these were the first experi- 
ments having in view the practical develop- 
ment of physiological assay as applied to 
drugs, we may look upon 1894 as also the be- 
ginning of the, to pharmacists, especially in- 
teresting subject of physiological assay. As 
an outgrowth of this early experimental work 
certain general rules of practice were evolved 
which, I believe, hold true today. These may |@ 
be briefly stated as follows: 


PHARMACOLOGICAL ASSAY DEPENDS UPON 
THE BIOLOGICAL FACT THAT THE FUNCTION- [@ 
ING OF THE CELLULAR PROTOPLASM OF LIV- § 
ING ANIMAL TISSUES MAY BE ALTERED IN 
DEGREE, BUT NOT IN KIND, THROUGH THE 
USE OF DRUGS (which unite with one or 
more constituents of the protoplasm, such 
union probably being chemical). 

1. Many drugs have an elective affin- 
ity for certain animal tissues. This affin- 
ity can sometimes be utilized for measur- 
ing the activity of such drugs. (The 
reaction between strychnine and nerve 
tissue is a noteworthy example.) 

2. The reaction chosen as a measure 
for determining the activity of a given drug should be the 
one most constant and characteristic observable. (The 
heart tonics possess a special affinity for the heart muscle, 
particularly observable when these drugs are administered 
to frogs, turtles, etc.) 

3. The kind of animal chosen for making the observa- 
tion should be the one in which the reaction is most nearly 
uniform and clearly discernible. 

4. The animals employed for making assays should be 
of the same species, and differ as little as possible from 
one another in age, sex, weight, etc., in order that the re- 
sistance of the several animals employed for making a test 
shall be as uniform as possible. 

. The animals employed should be kept under iden- 
tically the same conditions prior to and during the time 
they are used for test purposes. (Food, ventilation, moist- 
ure, temperature, uniform attention, etc., are essential fac- 
tors in obtaining uniform results.) 

6. In making a quantitative assay, the effect of the un- 
known should be compared with that of the standard prep- 
aration. The assays of both are to be made at the same 
time and the conditions of the experiment must be pre- 
cisely the same in both cases. 

7. The standard adopted must possess the characteristic 
action of an average preparation of the drug being assayed. 

8. The action of the drug being assayed should, if pos- 
sible, be compared with the action of the standard upon 
the same animal. 

9. Where it is impossible to make an assay, using a 
single animal, a sufficient number of animals of as nearly

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uniform resistance as possible should be employed to rule 

out any individual idiosyncrasy. (In the testing of the 

heart tonics upon frogs, this is of great importance.) 

These rules apply no matter what method of assay may be 
employed, and I feel certain that they have been recognized and 
generally insisted upon to a greater or less extent by all care- 
ful workers. 

It will not be necessary to enter into any detailed discussion 
of the general aspects of the subject, and I shall not discuss the 
value of qualitative physiological assay for the purpose, of as- 
sisting research workers in determining the specific value of 
new drugs or distinguishing new products from old ones, but 
shall confine myself to the consideration of quantitative methods 
which have been put forth from time to time as being of suf- 
ficient value to warrant their adoption for the 
purpose of insuring more uniform thera- 
peutic action from drugs that are not amena- 
ble to chemical assay. The most important 
drugs of this class are: First, products of the 
suprarenal gland; second, ergot; third, can- 
nabis, and, fourth, heart tonics of the digi- 
talis series. 


I, Products of the Suprarenal Gland 


Prior to 1855 we had practically no 
knowledge regarding the suprarenal gland. 
From that time until 1894 various papers were 
written showing the physiological importance 
of the organ, when some rather exact studies 
were made by Oliver (1) and Shafer (2), 
showing the influence of the soluble con- 
stituents of the gland upon blood pressure. 
Three years later Bates (3) made the sur- 
prising discovery that the suprarenal gland 
contained a substance which had a most ex- 
traordinary property of lessening or prevent- 
ing hemorrhage because of its local or constricting action on 
the bloodvessels. Perhaps no discovery of as great thera- 
peutic importance has been made since. Extracts and various 
products of this gland came rapidly into use for producing 
bloodless operations in ophthalmology and for similar purposes. 
Following Bates’ discovery a number of investigators undertook 
to isolate the active principle of this gland, and the writer made 
some extensive experiments to determine the pharmacological 
properties of the secretion, which resulted in the development 
of a method of physiological assay based on the variation in 
blood pressure produced by the injection of dilute solutions into 
the circulatory system of animals. 

Some of the details of the results obtained by this method 
were reported before the Section of Pharmacy and Therapeu- 
tics of the American Medical Association in June, 1900. The 
following year the details of the method were given in a paper 
before the same section. Since this time we have probably as- 
saved no less than 2,500 samples of adrenalin and other prepa- 
rations of the suprarenal gland, and I have not found it neces- 
sary to change it in any essential particulars. I quote from 
that paper (Journal of the American Medical Association, 
January 18, 1902) the method ‘followed: 


Hypodermic syringes, surgical instruments of various kinds, small glass 
canulas, and a large-sized kymograph, with manometer arranged for takin 
blood pressure tracings, on continuous rolls of smoked paper, are required. 
The paper, whether smoked or not, should have linear —— 0.5 cm, or 
less apart, for convenience in reading the results. Two kinds of tracings 
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may be obtained—complete ones, where the drum is kept in constant mo- 
tion, and abbreviated ones, where the drum remains at rest until the 
reaction is complete. If a carbon paper is employed, one or more sheets 
will be necessary to obtain detailed results. However, usually abbreviated 
tracings, which give only the maximum blood pressure obtained from each 
injection, are quite sufficient. 

Various animals may be employed, but dogs of medium size give the 
best results. In any case the animal should be completely anesthetized. 
Since it is of great importance that the blood pressure does not fluctuate 
from the action of the anesthetic, I always employ chloretone given per os, 
instead of chloroform or ether for this purpose; also, because of the long- 
continued action and ease of administration, chloretone is especially valu- 
able for this work, as the blood pressure and action of the heart remain 
constant for many hours. 

After the animal is anesthetized, the hair is clipped from the throat, 
the tissues severed and a glass canula of suitable size is tied in the com- 
mon carotid artery, which in turn is connected with a tube, filled with 
half-saturated sodium carbonate solution, to prevent the blood from clotting, 
leading to the manometer. The solutions—adrenalin or preparations from 
the suprarenal gland—for injection should be very carefully prepared, and 
of such a strength that they can be readily diluted in case the primary 
injection is found to produce too marked a rise in the blood pressure. The 
injections may be made either in the goes vein or into the femoral vein, 
preferably the latter. An injection of the preparation that is being assayed 
is preceded er followed by the injection of a known quantity of a standard 
preparation. Sufficient time should be allowed after each injection for the 
blood pressure to return to the normal. The two tracings are compared, 
and, in case the increase in pressure is not the same, the solutions should 
be so diluted that the increase in pressure is the same, but in each case 
less than the maximum height. In no case, however, should a conclusion 
relative to the strength of a preparation be reached from the results ob- 
tained from a single animal; usually three should be employed. The ani- 
mals, of course, are destroyed as soon as the experiment is completed. . 

I have adopted crystalline adrenalin as a standard for assaying other 
preparations. Usually adrenalin is made up in solution of 1 to 10,000, 
a trace of hydrochloric acid being added, the same amount of hydrochloric 
acid being also added to the aqueous solution prepared for test purposes 
from the preparation which is to be assayed. It is of paramount importance 
in employing this method to keep the conditions during the experiment 
always constant. 


I desire to reaffirm the accuracy of this method of assay, 
and propose that chemically pure adrenalin crystals be adopted 
as the final standard by which the value of all products of the 
suprarenal gland shall be measured. For use in determining 
the strength of suprarenal preparations the standard should be 
injected in solutions of 1 to 100,000 and the value of the prod- 
uct stated in terms of the chemically pure adrenalin, the well 
known solution, 1 to 1,000, with which every pharmacist and 
physician is familiar, being a good example. 

I submit to you a sample of such adrenalin which has been 
prepared by recrystallization from the commercial product and 
possesses the following properties: Chemically pure adrenalin 
in crystals is practically white in color, ash free and has a 
melting point between 203° and 207° C. It is slightly soluble 
in hot water, practically insoluble in organic solvents and free- 
ly soluble in acids, forming salts. From solutions, especially 
concentrated ones, it is precipitated by alkalies. Chemically 
pure adrenalin crystallizes in microscopic crystals of various 
forms, as sheaf shaped, and various other forms as shown in 
the accompanying illustration, depending upon the conditions of 


crystallization. Carefully conducted combustion analysis shows 
that the empirical formula is

and as final proof that this formula is correct the substance has 
been made synthetically. 





Suprarenal Products 


The physiological assay of products of the suprarenal glands 
depends upon the characteristic, transitory, quantitative rise in 
blood pressure in dogs, produced by the intravenous injection 
of sub-maximal doses properly diluted. 

Normal, medium sized, short haired dogs are the most suit- 
able test animals. The animals are anesthetized with chlore- 
tone or chloretone and morphine and connected with the kymo- 
graph. 

Chemically pure, ash free adrenalin crystals serve as a 
standard and the strength of the product is stated in terms of 
the standard, e. g., 1 to 1,000 solution of adrenalin. 

Varying quantities of the unknown are intravenously in- 
jected until the quantity is found which will produce the same 
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rise in blood pressure as 1 Cc. of 1 to 100,000 solution of the 
standard similarly administered. The injections of the standard 
and unknown should be alternated and the volume of fluid in- 
jected kept as near 1 Cc. as possible. 





An Experiment in Perpetual Motion 


Perpetual motion can be illustrated in a very simple and 
pretty way, according to an article in Knowledge. But, like all 
other experiments in this direction, there is one necessary factor 
in the scheme which requires constant, or at least periodical, 
attention. The writer of the article in question, however, does 
not describe his experiment as a serious step toward the solution 
of the problem of perpetual motion. He takes a glass beaker 
6 inches high and 4 inches in diameter, fills it with water to the 
height of about 4% inches, adds 70 or 80 cubic centimetres of 
commercial aniline, which, of course, sinks to the bottom. On 
warming the contents to 75° or 80° C. by means of a burner 
the aniline will rise to the surface of the water, from which it 
will hang in a mass of curved outline. Almost immediately the 
suspended aniline commences to alter in shape, and gradually 
a large drop, an inch or more in diameter, detaches itself from 
the mass and falls through the water. This drop gradually rises 
again to the surface to join the mass, from which another drop 
commences to form, falls to the bottom, and again rises, and 
this goes on indefinitely as long as the temperature of the water 
is maintained at 70° C. or over, but never above 85° C. The 
explanation lies in the fact that water and aniline are of ap- 
proximately equal density. At the lower temperature aniline 
is denser than cold water, but at the higher temperature lighter 
owing to its greater expansion. The spreading out of the aniline 
on the surface results in its cooling below the temperature of 
the water, and therefore it tends to sink. 


Nostrums Need Curbing 


Prof. Charles H. LaWall, of Philadelphia, former president 
of the. Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Association and chemist for 
the Pennsylvania Dairy and Pure Food Commission, recently 
declared that his own experience had proved that the nostrum 
business threatened to grow to be a much greater evil unless 
strong measures were used to curb it. 

“We need education and legislation,” said Professor LaWall. 
“Education to elevate the doctor above prescribing these fake 
cures; legislation to prevent every Tom, Dick and Harry from 
going into the manufacture of these nostrums A druggist has 
to study for years and pass the state board examination before 
he can put up the simplest prescription. These makers of sup- 
posed cures, that come before the public with glittering names, 
in many instances, do not know the first thing about either 
chemistry or medicine.”

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The Autobiography of a Druggist 


1 Decide to Open a Store on My Own Account—Three Thousand Cash Capital and a Girl— 
Traps for the Unwary in Stores for Sale—Factors in Desirability of Location— 
Middle Class Neighborhood the Best—Lease on a Sliding Scale 
BY JAMES SYMINGTON, Ph.G. 


EVERAL years had rolled by since I stood on the plat- 
form on graduation night and received the much coveted 
sheepskin. I could still remember some of the sage advice 
given us by the “speaker of the evening,” and with a smile al- 
most resembling sarcasm did my thoughts revert to the ideal- 
istic resolutions which had surged through my overheated 
brain anent the things I would and the things I would not do 
in my chosen “profession.” I can still feel the jolt which my 
professional pride received when, on the morning of the first 
day as Ph. G., a customer asked me for a postal card as if I 
still were a mere irresponsible junior, and the haughty dignity 
with which I handed her Uncle Sam’s engraving would have 
done honor to a Bostonian high school ma’am. A good many 
of my ideals lay shattered on the ground, and I flattered my- 
self that some good common sense had taken their place. And 
now, eight years after my graduation, I was still “slaving for 
the boss.” Surely something had to be done. The day for 
the declaration of independence had arrived. Of course there 
was a girl, or rather the girl, the only girl in the world for 
me—there usually is—and before doing anything rash she had 
to be consulted. It being my afternoon and evening off I nat- 
urally wended my way flatwards to see her. She was expect- 
ing me, and before I had time to get through with the usual 
salutations, the sixth sense, inherent to those women designed 
by nature to be man’s true helpmates, had told her that some- 
thing was in the wind.- 

We had, of course, built air castles many a time, and idly 
dreamed as to what we would do’ when we had sufficient money 
saved up to start for ourselves, but today was different. The 
day had arrived. The years and years of hard work and care- 
ful saving seemed blown away, and before us lay the fact of a 
number of savings bank books showing an aggregate balance 
of $3,000—and independence. 

One thing was clear in both our minds: We would take up 
the fight together; we would get married now, and then stand 
shoulder to shoulder, as two comrades for better or for worse. 
But to build or to buy, that was the question. Should we in- 
vest our all in an already established store, or, relying on our 
own judgment, build from the ground up? After considering 
the question from all sides we concluded to first look over the 
stores offered for sale. We might be lucky enough to pick 
up a bargain and start in with a going business, The various 
advertisements in the drug journals looked rather promising, 
and so we decided on this plan of campaign: First, I was to 
give my employer notice of my intention to leave, allowing 
him ample time to secure the services of another clerk. Then 
we would begin our hunt in all seriousness. We had our ideas 
as to the kind of store we preferred, but decided not to be in- 
fluenced by appearances and preferences and to look for solid- 
ity rather than glitter. 

Modesty forbids me to tell of the inducements offered by 
my employer to make me stay, but even a promised raise of a 
whole dollar a week did not weaken my resolution, and so 
the day of the farewells came and went and I found myself 
for the first time in many years free, but without any income. 

And now began a steady hunt among the stores for sale. It 
is needless to enlarge here on the many disappointments which 
we experienced during our investigations. Many a store looked 
good at first sight, which on closer investigation showed that 
the reasons given for selling, such as ill health, other invest- 
ments, old age, etc., all spelled: No living to be had in this 


store. Here and there we found a store which was fairly 
promising and where the failure to make good was clearly due 
to mismanagement, but the prices asked and the capital neces- 
sary to build up the business and rebuild the store were beyond 
our reach. And right here let me say a word or two about 
investigating a store for sale: It would be unfair to state that 
the books of all such stores are doctored, but a good many 
that we investigated were fixed up, and we found it necessary 
to exercise extreme care in order not to get stuck. We fol- 
lowed these rules: First we tramped all over the vicinity of 
the prospective store. We dropped into the store of the near- 
est butcher, baker, grocer, etc., and while making a few minor 
purchases usually managed to get a line on the class of peo- 
ple living in the neighborhood, and frequently a few points on 
the reputation of the druggist under consideration, without let- 
ting on that we were particularly interested in the matter. 
Then we watched the store from a distant vantage point for a 
few days and counted the number of people entering. Next 
we had an interview with the proprietor, and it was not dif- 
ficult, in the light of our own observations, to tell whether he 
was giving us the real facts about his store or whether he was 
drawing on his imagination. We made it a point to find out if 
there was a mortgage on the store, how long it had been stand- 
ing, why it was put on, and how much, if any, had been paid 
off on it. The names of the jobbers were ascertained and the 
amount of goods purchased monthly from each. This was 
used as basis for computing the amount of business done, the 
possible amount of profit obtainable, as well as to test the 
veracity of the seller when comparing his figures of amounts 
purchased with those we obtained from the jobbers in inter- 
views for that purpose. And many a time have we had cause 
to thank the credit men for the honest and straightforward in- 
formation which they gave when told why such information 
was wanted by us. 

Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof. We did not buy, 
and concluded to start our 6wn store. And now came the 
question of location. The really busy thoroughfares were 
pretty well supplied with drug stores, nor would our modest 
capital warrant the rents asked or allow us to stock such a 
store appropriately. So we looked through residential districts 
mainly, yet not so far removed from business streets as to pre- 
clude a gradual growth of the business. Whenever we found 
a promising location we established a system of watches on 
the adjoining stores of all kinds, noticed the number of cus- 
tomers going into the butcher store, grocery store, etc. the 
kind of people living in the neighborhood, the transportation 
facilities, as well as the nearness to a school, and counted the 
number of people passing the particular location in view at 
various hours of day and evening. By judicious questioning 
of the storekeepers we could always find out whether it was a 
cash or credit district, and if credit how good or bad the col- 
lections were. We soon came to the conclusion that a mod- 
erately well built up neighborhood with some opportunities for 
growing and inhabited by middle class people was what we 
were after. After some searching we succeeded in finding 
what we considered the right spot. The store was 25 feet wide 
by 50 feet deep. It was situated next door to the corner, 
which was occupied by a thriving market (combination butcher 
and grocery store), on the right side of the street, the busy 
one. The house itself was a modern flat house; the store front 
up to date, with plate glass windows, boxed up in back. and 
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deep enough for a proper display of goods. A street car went 
past the store. There was a fair sprinkling of elevator apart- 
ments, but the majority of houses were of the flat variety, 
bringing about $25 to $35 a flat monthly, the kind usually occu- 
pied by people who do not have a champagne appetite with -a 
beer income, people who arrange their expenses in proportion 
to their income, who usually have a penny laid aside for a 
rainy day, and, most important from our point of view, who 
either pay cash or, if they run an account, settle their bills 
promptly. There were also about eight physicians in the neigh- 
borhood, whom I promptly visited, and whose views on the 
neighborhood and the probabilities of success with a really live, 
first class pharmacy I had no difficulty in obtaining. Except- 
ing one man, who had no use for druggists at all, who dis- 
pensed his own medicines, ané¢ who (I learned afterward) 
barely made a living, the doctors seemed to be favorably in- 
clined toward my coming into the neighborhood. 

An interview with the agent elicited the fact that the rent 
asked was $75 a month, and that a lease for five years could 
be had. We made him the following proposition: To give us 
a ten days’ option on the lease, the rent to be an average of 
$75 a month, but on a sliding scale, that is, for the first year 
we were to pay $55 monthly, for the second year $65 monthly, 
for the third year $75 monthly, for the fourth year $85 month- 
ly, for the fifth year $95 monthly, and an option of renewal at 
$85 flat for five years more. After an interview with the land- 
lord we secured our option, stipulating that the rent payment 
was not to begin until sixty days after signing the lease, giving 
us thus two months to prepare for the opening.

HINTS FOR DISPENSERS 
By R. E. Jones. 

PAPER comprising hints to the professional pharmacist 
concerning prescriptions and other matters was read by 

R. E. Jones, of Brooklyn, before the fourteenth annual meeting 
of the American Medico-Pharmaceutical League, at the Hotel 
Astor, New York City, on May 22. In his paper Mr. Jones 
spoke about the quality of drugs furnished in prescriptions, and 
the knowledge required of the man preparing these prescriptions. 
He advised that the pharmacist buy the purest and best makes 
of drugs and medicines, and that in preparing all pharmaceutical 
compounds, as well as prescriptions, every detail of the check- 
ing system be carefully carried out. He said that the scales 
should always be clean and properly balanced, and advised that 
the weighing and measuring out of powerful medicines should 
be verified by the dispenser at leisure in the prescription de- 
partment, and when the prescription is completed, the manager 
of that department should take the prescription, without the 
dispenser seeing it, have the dispenser state the ingredients in 
it, the quantities of each used and process of preparing it. 
Several other methods of checking the dispenser were also ad- 
vised. The author of the paper claimed that a law by which 
the pharmacist would have to check himself at times would be 
of benefit to the proprietor, the clerk and the general public. 
A stricter pharmacy law in regard to the apprentice as to his 
werk before entering college, he believed, would make for 
quicker and more intelligent work while at college. In pre- 
paring prescriptions where poisons are prescribed with other 
liquids and chemicals, Mr. Jones said that the dispenser should 
remember to give plenty of time for any precipitate to be all 
formed if there is to be any. Often the poison present precipi- 
tates in quantities, so small that a rapid dispenser might not 
notice it. One of the most important points brought out was 
that the prescription dispenser should remember in dispensing 
all poisons with other liquids that even if he is sure at the 
time that the finished product is a perfect solution, it must al- 
ways remain so after giving it to the patient, otherwise the 


poison precipitates and the patient kills himself by taking all in 
the last dose from the bottle. Mr. Jones went on to say that 
the pharmacist can not be too careful in making nicely rounded 
pills or in seeing that the outside of the capsules is free from 
the powdered drug. If the label is carefully written and clean 
the doctor or nurse will have no reason to believe that the 
prescriptions are made up improperly and carelessly. It was 
also recommended that care be exercised in making and fold-

ing powder papers. The last thing Mr. Jones spoke of was 
the care that it is necessary to take in the case of those drugs 
or chemicals decomposed by light for which amber-colored 
containets may be used. 


Anthelmintic Value of Various Fern Rhizomes 


The ethereal extract of the rhizome of Dryopteris dilatata 
(Lastrea aristata), the broad buckler fern, is stated to be at least 
four times as active against Bothryocephalus latus as the corre- 
sponding extract of the official Aspidium filix-mas rhizome. It 
is, therefore, sugested by H. Rosendahl (Svensk. farmac Tid- 
skrift, 1911 (5), 85, through Pharm. Jour.) that this drug 
should replace male fern in the various pharmacopeeias. The 
author has examined a number of anthelmintic fern rhizomes, 
and finds the above to be the best of all for medicinal use. 
Aspidium filix-mas rhizomes, collected in May gave Io percent 
of ether extract; in August, 12.5 percent., and in October, 11 
percent. Dryopteris (Lastrea) spinulosa yields 17 percent. of 
extract in August, but this has only half the therapeutic value 
of the extract of D. dilatata, which gives 10 percent. in May 
Pteris aquilina gives only 2 percent.; Athyrium filix-femina, 0.9 
percent. in May; and Aspidium alpestris but 0.7 percent. in 
August. These different extracts show certain crystalline struct- 
ures under the microscope sufficiently distinctive to allow their 
source to be identified by this means. 
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Waterproof Coating for Typewritten Labels.—Broadhead. 
—Make sure that the ink as well as the label are perfectly dry, 
then apply at least two coats of collodion and allow to stand 
for two days, so that the coating may be perfectly dry. Final- 
ly coat with either of the following label varnishes:

Grass Green Color.—S. A. wants to know the name of a 
coloring matter for imparting a grass green color to galenical 
preparations. We advise him to use chlorophyll, which has 
been found very satisfactory for the purpose named. It may 
be cbhtained in commerce in several different forms—for ex- 
ample, in aqueous solution, which is intended to be used for 
syrups, confections and conserves, or it may be obtained in 
semi-solid form? when it can be used for coloring alcoholic 
liquids, oils and soaps. It is advisable, when ordering chloro- 
phyll, to state whether it is to be dissolved in an aqueous, al- 
coholic or oily menstruum, as the preparation furnished for use 
with the different menstrua is made up differently, and that in- 
tended for use in an oily menstruum is not soluble in an aque- 
ous one. 


Zinc Chloride Mouth Wash.—Broadhead.—We do not 
know the composition of the proprietary lotion mentioned. 
We take pleasure, however, in giving several standard for- 
mulas for mouth washes, any one of which may be modified 
to suit the particular purpose desired.

Zine chloride may, of course, be used in a mouth wash. It 
should, however, not be employed in solutions stronger than 
Y% to % percent., since it is a powerful escharotic, and is very 
painful in its effects. 


To Remove Cudbear and Citronella Stains —W. B.—Cud- 
bear stains are best removed by washing with Javelle water; 
citronella stains by rubbing with oil of turpentine. 








Parisien Red.—J. L.—This name is applied ‘to red oxide 
of lead. It is prepared by heating lead carbonate, when carbonic 
anhydride is split off and the oxide of lead forms. It is con- 
sidered to be a salt of plumbic acid and is presumed to have the 
composition Pb,PbO, It is used in the preparation of some 
ointments and plasters, and in the arts, as a paint. 


Antichlor—W. F, R.—You are correct in your assump- 
tion that this means sodium thiosulphate. Sometimes sodium 
sulphite is used in its stead. In bleaching processes, both of 
these salts serve to reduce any free chloride present to hydro- 
chloric acid, when it can be readily removed. 


Manna.—R. T. wishes to know how manna can be puri- 
fied. This is best accomplished in the following manner: Dis- 
solve 100 parts of the manna in 300 parts of hot distilled water, 
add 1 part of purified talcum and another 100 parts of hot water. 
Boil until foam no longer forms. Then remove the foam, filter 
the solution quickly, and evaporate to dryness, being careful not 
to overheat the residue. The average yield will be about 75 
percent. The amount of mannit present may be determined by 
dissolving I part of manna in 1 part of hot water (water-bath 
temperature), then add 10 parts of 95 percent, alcohol, heat just 
to boiling and filter. Allow the filtrate to vaporize and weigh 
the residue. At least 70 percent. of mannit should be found.

The directions for use are: To one liter of 
the freshly prepared starch solution add one-quarter liter of the 
ironing fluid, starch the laundry as usual, and iron. 


Removing Tannic Acid Stains from Linen.—C. S., New 
York.—We suggest washing the linen with water and soap, and if 
necessary add sal soda. To remove or bleach the stains entirely 
this can be followed by the application of Javelle water. An- 
other method which we have seen recommended is to moisten 
the stains with a solution of tartaric acid for twenty-four hours 
and then wash the material. In connection with this we might 
call our subscriber’s attention to the article Drug Stains and 
Their Removal in the American Drucoist of January 9, I9II, 
page 20.

A note on page 180 of the National Formulary cautions the 
pharmacist that these two preparations should not be confounded. 

A Useful Pill Excipient—Certain substances, such as 
creosote, tannin, balsam of copaiba, eucalyptol, etc., present 
more or less difficulty in the choice of a proper excipient, when 
it is desired to compound them in pills. The following for- 
mula for an excipient that overcomes many difficulties is given 
by Danzel in the Bulletin Commercial of April, 1911: 


Powdered licorice root ................ 4.0 Gm. 
Powdered tragacanth .........60ss000% 2.0 Gm. 
Powdered almond soap ...............2.0 Gm.

For liquid or viscid substances this formula suffices, but for 
powdered substances it should be moistened with honey or the 
“julep gommeux” if the writer’s advice be followed. 

Curcumin Paper, which is used for the detection of boric 
acid, is best made (Vierteljahresschrift fiir praktischiche phar- 
macie, 1911, Part I) from white filter paper saturated with a 
solution of 0.1 Gm. of curcumin in 100 Cc. of go percent. alco- 
hol. The paper should be dried in the dark and kept in a well 
stoppered vessel carefully protected from the light. The cur- 
cumin is prepared in the following manner: 30 Gm. of the 
powdered curcuma root, after being dried at 100 degrees, is 
extracted with petroleum ether for four hours in a Soxhlet ap- 
paratus. The fat being thus extracted, the powder is dried and 
treated in the same apparatus with hot benzol; 100 Cc. of the 
benzol are used and the process is continued for four hours. 
In order to heat the benzol a glycerin bath at 115 to 120 de- 
grees may be used. After the benzol extract has been allowed 
to stand for about twelve hours the curcumin separates out. 

A Use for Old Glass Stoppers——Von Heygendorff, in the 
Chemiker-Zeitung, suggests a way of utilizing the miscellaneous 
assortment of old glass stoppers which are to be found in al- 
most every laboratory. This consists in using them as the 
“kernels” or cores of rubber or paraffin stoppers. For instance, 
a stopper is chosen which is somewhat smaller than the neck 
of the bottle to be stoppered, and is dipped in liquid paraffin 
several times, being allowed to dry after each immersion. 
When it is the right size it is carefully inserted into the neck 
of the bottle, care being taken to have it perfectly smooth, and 
that it is not cracked or broken in the insertion. The paraffin 
should not form too thin a layer. This makes a very satisfac- 
tory airtight method of sealing the bottle. 

A New Reaction of Glycuronic Acid.—To a little glycu- 
ronic acid is added 0.5 Cc. of a hydrogen dioxide solution with 
one or two drops of a 15 percent. alcoholic solution of alpha- 
naphthol. On the addition of 3 or 4 Cc. of concentrated sul- 
phuric acid there develops an emerald green color with a bluish 
tinge (Ztshr. f. physiol. chem., 1910, 65). If water is now 
added the color changes to a deep blue or violet. This test 
may be used for combined glycuronic acid in urine. From a 
half to 1 Cc. of urine is mixed with 2 drops of the alphanaph- 
thol solution, and this is carefully floated upon 3 or 4 Cc. of 
concentrated sulphuric acid. A violet ring appears at the zone 
of contact in the presence of glycuronic acid. After fifteen 


minutes the tube may be shaken up, when the whole will as- 
sume an emerald green color. This test is sensitive to the 
presence of 0.000008 Gm. of glycuronic acid in the litre of 
urine.

S1r,—In the American Druggist for July 10, 1911, p. 32, I 
notice, in paragraph on Determination of Morphine that the 
word milligram is repeatedly used when Cc. would be expected. 
The same thing is true in item on page 29, bottom of second 
column, where one is directed to use I milligramme of pure 
sulphuric acid (!) in a test. 

Obviously the correct word in these cases would be mil, 
which is the same thing as Cc., and to my mind a preferable 
term.

Similarity in Pharmaceutical Nomenclature 
Editor American Druggist: 

Sir—In connection with your excellent editorial on this sub- 
ect, on page 2 of the American Druceist for July 10, permit 
me to point out that I called the attention of the members of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association to this matter in my 
address as chairman of the section on Practical Pharmacy and 
Dispensing at the Richmond meeting, May, 1910, which is re- 
corded ‘on page 1090 in vol. 58 of the Proceedings, just pub- 
lished, as follows: 

During the year I have been strongly impressed with the 
following conditions in pharmacy, which most certainly should 
be remedied: 

3. Similarity of Names.—The coined trade mark names 
in a great many instances are too nearly alike and might 
soon cause dangerous errors, as for instance in lythol, lysol 
and laxol. Similarity in chemical names should also be 
avoided, etc. 

You and some of your readers may perhaps recall that 
shortly after I gave this warning and, strange to say, in the 
very city it was given, naniely, at Richmond, Va., a druggist 
dispensed lysol instead of laxol, which resulted in the death 
of the child. It is needless to say that this druggist could not 
have been at the convention, and could not have heard or read 
the warning. This proves the importance and necessity of tak- 
ing immediate action so as to prevent any further increase in the 
number of confusing names. Our American Pharmaceutical 
Association will be the proper body to take up this matter. I 
sincerely hope you will bring this before the Boston meeting, 
and I shall support you most heartily.

Seasonable goods left over 
are money tied up until a year rolls around, with its deprecia- 
tion, interest and loss by change of style or demand. 

The demand is more active on seasonable goods, and it is 
also more easily stimulated. Seasonable goods pay as large a 
profit as any staple line, and larger than some. People are in- 
terested in such goods, and their attention can be aroused in 
them and held better than for staples, which are an old story all 
the while. 

Of course the seasonable lines cannot be pushed all the time 
and no reference ever made to the standard all the year around 
sellers, though in a drug store there are comparatively few 
items that do not sell better at some periods than at others.

It should be remembered that when it comes to pushing sea- 
sonable goods the fellow who starts in first on them will be 
pretty apt to get the cream of the business. The business on 
any line is like the milk in the bottle, the nearer the top it is 
the richer it is. 

Among the good summer sellers are disinfectants, and as 
valuable as these are and as well as they respond to advertis- 
ing, comparatively few drug stores give them publicity that is 
of much value. They publish a list of the disinfectants in 
stock, with prices attached, and let it go at that. They do not 
realize that the general public do not understand disinfectants 
and their uses as well as they might and that they need to be 
educated more to their use and value. 

Of course the health and sanitary points are the ones that 








should be emphasized, and if people can be interested in buy- 
ing disinfectants for the sake of their health and the cleanli- 
ness of their homes they will continue to buy them with only 
a little occasional encouragement in the way of reminders. 

The Patton-Pope Drug Company advertisement is a type 
of the average disinfectant ad. It is well displayed, and the 
list of items with prices is all right, but in order to do the 
most good it ought to bear rather harder on some one specific 
reason for the use of a disinfectant. It is too general to 
leave the strongest kind of impression. 

The camera and photographic supplies line is one that more 
druggists would do well to investigate. It works in with the 
other drug store goods to first class advantage, and it pays a 
clean profit. If there is a clerk in the store who has any in- 
clination toward amateur photography he may well be given 
charge of the department, and it is even possible that he will 
be willing to take up the developing of films at odd hours. 

The druggist who lives in a hay fever district has at hand 
a good source of revenue in the sufferers from that malady. 
There are several remedies of value that will materially alle- 
viate the troublesomeness of the disease and this without going 
into any of the proprietary lines. Let the druggist get the 
latest medical authorities on the subject and find out what he 
can do to help the hay fever victims in the community and in 
addition to their paying him a good profit on his goods, if he 
produces something that will help them to get through the sea- 
son more comfortably than ever before they will become his 
lifelong friends. The Riggs drug store, of Lincoln, Neb., puts 
up a preparation of its own along this line, and advertises it 
as shown in their ad.

ADVERTISING NOT AN EXPENSE 
By Frank E. Goopwin. 
(Continued from page 35.) 


NE of the items of expense first considered by the drug- 
O gist when he decides to retrench is that of advertising. 
Men will jump over things far less important to their success 
and let them stand without even drawing a question mark oppo- 
site the items—and slash the advertising as being least essential 
to their success. I doubt the wisdom of such a course. 

Few men spend as much as 2 percent. of their gross sales in 
publicity. The average advertising appropriation, as reported 
by 614 dealers in all lines, is $505 per annum, or 1.7 percent. on 
the average sales of $31,000. 

It is doubtful if $505 can be withdrawn from the expense 
account of an average merchant’s business without proportion- 
ately reducing his trade. If this sum should be erased from the 
expense book for twelve months it would mean that the cost of 
doing business still remains at 16.3 percent. on the average 
gross sales, and that 20 percent. must still be added to the total 
cost to sell. It may seem in examining the aggregate that $505 
is a goodly sum to save, but it must be remembered that to 
furnish this amount it requires only that two cents must be 
added to the article whose delivered cost is 80 cents. 

Frankly, I do not believe that any saving whatsoever is ef- 
fected by the withdrawing of the advertising appropriation. To 
do so lessens the efficiency of the earning power of the busi- 
ness itself, and what is saved at the spigot in this way is most 
often wasted at the bunghole. In fact, the druggist does not 
pay for the advertising—that is, if the publicity is of a fairly 
intelligent nature, such as will command fair attention from the 
buying public. This may sound strange, but it is true, never- 
theless. Neither does the buyer, individually, pay for it. An 
advertising appropriation is repaid by the increased sales which 
it brings without proportionately increasing the expense ac- 
count. This can be proved by comparing the price of any well 
advertised articles with the price of the same article of like 
quality which is scarcely known through publicity. 

Let us look at advertising from a different angle than most 
druggists view it—something like the argument used in favor 
of the higher priced salesman. The average year’s stock costs 
delivered $24,036, to which is added $5,600 selling expense and 
$1,364 net profit. If by withdrawing $505 advertising, reducing 
the expense to $5,105, it will show that the selling expense on 
the next twelve months ought to be 16.43 percent., and selling 
prices are made upon that basis. Unfortunately, there is no 
method by which a merchant can tell what his sales will amount 
to during the future, and it is as certain as fate that lack of ad- 
vertising will cause some loss in sales. 

Suppose for the sake of argument that the gross sales drop 
off only 5 percent., which is small, indeed, when a retailer has 
not sufficient confidence in his business to advertise it. The 
gross sales will be found to have receded to $29,450, and omit- 
ting the advertising account, which is supposed to have been 
saved, the expense has been 17.7 percent., instead of the 16.43 
which the retailer had hoped for. The merchant will find that 
he has not only suffered the loss of profit on nearly $2,000 
worth of sales, but he has actually lost $374, the difference be- 
tween the anticipated 16.43 percent. expense and the actual 17.7 
percent. which his penny wise and pound foolish policy has 
caused. 

Again, let us suppose that the merchant determines to in- 
crease his business by more judicious advertising than during 
the past year and increases his advertising expense 1 percent. 
of his gross sales. This increases his expense account to $5,910 
and his percent. to 109. 

There is no virtue in advertising if it will not carry at least 
5 percent. increase, and taking that as a fair figure the sales 


would be $1,550 larger than the year before. If there is no 
other proportionate increase in the expense account it will be 
found at the end of the year that the percent. of expense has 
dropped back to the average of 18 plus on the gross sales. 

There is something rather uncanny about this mysterious 
average of 18 percent. expense on the gross sales. The more 
one studies the actual results, as learned from the figures fur- 
nished by careful business men, the more he is inclined to 
think that one can hardly get away from that figure, if he 
wished. 

The writer has talked with retailers—large and small—from 
all parts of the country, and there is no denying the fact that 
the average cost of doing business is within a fraction of 18 
percent. under any and all circumstances. 

Look over the reports of a number of retail stores, if possi- 
ble, as the writer has done. It will be found that while the in- 
dividual items of expense may vary somewhat, in the aggregate 
they will even up. 

The big, prosperous merchant asserts that because of doing 
a large gross business and buying his goods in great quantities, he 
can undersell the little fellow, who only buys in small lots. This 
man swells up with his own importance, and points to his half 
million or milion sales for the year with pride, as well he may. 
But his expenses are near the average—18 percent. of the gross 
sales. 

His fellow man, the one who does a trade of a thousand a 
month, commiserated and pitied by the merchant prince, jerks 
his thumb over his shoulder at his little store—the pride of his 
existence and the power behind his ambition. He proudly as- 
serts that he can beat the big fellow to pieces on price, because 
he pays small rent, has no extravagant salaries, and is satisfied 
with a modest income. 
fraction, more or less, of 18 percent. of his gross sales. 

Why is it? 

One advantage which the one possesses over the other is off- 
set by different advantages, and brings both within the laws of 
average. What one makes up and saves on one end the other 
does likewise at the opposite end. Two objects have been in 
view in writing this item—to show that one must be sure of his 
ground before attempting to reduce the expense account and the 
expense percent., and that the surest way of reducing the cost 
of ,doing business is to strive to do a larger business (at a 
profit) than ever before without a proportionate increase in the 
expense. 

I do not mean to say that the selling expense cannot be 
somewhat reduced. It can. The question is, Is it wisdom to 
reduce it in the way which seems easiest? 

Safety: to established trade and efficiency of the whole sell- 
ing force are things which must be guarded to be entirely suc- 
cessful. There is but one safe way to reduce the cost of doing 
business, outside of increasing the volume of trade, and that is 
by stopping the leaks and eliminating the drain upon the re- 
sources which do not give an adequate return in their stead. 

Ii an opportunity is given to save money without in the least 
injuring efficiency of service, a retailer owes it to himself and 
his business to take every advantage of it. If a special deliv- 
ery letter will do as well as long distance ’phone, the wire is a 
leak. If a two cent stamp will serve the same purpose why buy 
a special delivery paster or call long distance? If three horses 
are kept and one is idle any part of the day, dispose of the 
horse and try to get along without. 

If the bookkeeper is busied all day long with books that 
are behind the time get a system that is modern and put a part 
of the bookkeeper’s hours into something productive. Cut out 
advertising just to please some individual, and be sure that 
every advertisement is placed where it will bring returns—or 
ought to. 

These are leaks which the study of practical store accounting 
will point out. Practice will stop them. Study your business. 
not in its entirety, but in every departmtent, lock, stock and 
barrel. If you are not making the money you think you should 
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don’t look down the barrel to see why the hammer will not go 
down or why the trigger will not work. The papers are full of 
tales of what happens to those who do it. Take‘the gun to 
pieces; find what is wrong, oil it, and see that no old rusty load 
stays in the barrel. See that the sights are clean and point true. 
Then go after big game. The arm may be an ancient one, and 
again it may be a very capable one. All it needed was a little 
fixing up and attention. Business is very much like a fowling 
piece. It shoots best when it is in good shooting order.

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FROZEN SWEETS PROVE POPULAR 
FOUNTAIN NOVELTIES 





Demand for Banana, Cantaloupe and Pineapple Sundae 
Specialties Now Appears to Overshadow All Other 
Frozen Delicacies -Many Formuias Which Have 
Helped to Make Ice Cream Dispensing Profitable 


Page experience in dispensing soda beverages and frozen 
sweets in any particular neighborhood gives the fountain 
expert exact knowledge of the individual tastes and desires of 
his regular customers and patrons, and, with this knowledge at 
his command, it is comparatively easy for him to determine just 
what drinks and ice cream preparations are most popular. For 
dispensers who are either novices at the fountain or new in the 
neighborhoods in which they are located, it is not so easy to 
determine the preponderance of the patrons’ taste, but, on gen- 
eral principles, it is safe to say that, aside from buttermilk and 
malted milk preparations, which are always called for during 
the summer months, the greatest demand at the fountain is for 
novelties in soda, phosphate and egg drinks and sundaes. There 
is, of course, a steady call for the old staple beverages, but nov- 
elties are always in greater demand than the staple beverages 
and ice creams. 

Foremost among the 1911 midsummer novelties are the 
banana, cantaloupe and pineapple sundaes, to which may be 
given as many fancy or topical names as the dispenser can in- 
vent or devise. At a fountain equipped with fresh fruits, which 
no dispenser can afford to be without these days, no difficulty 
will be experienced in the preparation of these fruit foundation 
sundaes which are now proving so popular. Of these the banana 
split sundaes are still holding first place in popular esteem. 

To attract attention to the wide assortment of banana split 
sundaes which the dispenser offers it has been found advisable 
to display the bananas, both red and yellow varieties, in a large 
pressed or cut class bowl, which should be prominently dis- 
played on the fountain counter. The entire preparation of the 
banana split sundaes should be performed before the eyes of the 
customer, so that he may see how fresh and delicious it is gojng 
to be. 

In serving cantaloupe sundaes, it is equally advisable, if not 
absolutely essential to successful dispensing, to display the can- 
taloupes in a handsome china or glass bowl placed upon the 
counter. These tiny melons should be selected with care, as 
they must be thoroughly ripe, but not overripe, and also should 


be thoroughly chilled in order to be delightfully palatable. In 
addition to exhibiting the melons in bowls upon the fountain 
counter, therefore, it is also necessary to chill them, either by 
keeping some in cold storage or by packing them in shaved ice. 
If they are packed in ice, however, great care should be taken 
to see to it that they are properly drained, they do not 
stand in water, which would destroy their delicate flavor. When 
the fruit is to be served cut the melon into halves and remove 
the seeds. Each half or portion may then be used as the base 
for a cantaloupe sundae. When serving such a portion it 
should be put into a large sundae cup or in suitable dish. 

In the preparation of pineapple sundaes it is more desirable 
to procure and exhibit the pineaple slices, which may be obtained 
all ready for use as the base for fancy sundaes, than to purchase 
and exhibit the big pineapples themselves, and then peel and 
slice fhem as desired. In exhibiting the pineapple slices a fresh 
syrup should be made to prevent them from fermenting. This 
syrup may be prepared by dissolving sugar in the juice obtained 
from the pineapple and by adding a little simple syrup, if neces- 
sary. In serving the pineapple sundaes a plain round fruit or 
sauce dish should be used, such dish to be only a little larger 
than the slice of pineapple. Sliced pineapple for the sundaes 
may be obtained from a number of fountain supply houses. 


Banana Sundaes 
Following are several of the most popular banana sundaes: 
CHOCOLATE BANANA SUNDAE. 

Place a split banana upon a plate and cover with two small 
mounds of vanilla ice cream. Then cover both banana and ice 
cream with heavy chocolate syrup, using chocolate caramel 
dressing if convenient. At each end of the banana and between 
the mounds of ice cream place some whipped cream, and top 
each dab of whipped cream with a maraschino cherry. 

NEW ENGLAND BANANA SUNDAE. 

At one end of a split banana place a small cone of coffee 
ice cream and at the other end a small cone of vanilla ice cream. 
In the center place a cone of orange water ice. Over the coffee 
cream pour some marshmallow cream dressing and over the 
vanilla cream some fresh crushed strawberries. Top the water 
ice with a maraschino cherry. This delicious sundae may be 
decorated to good advantage with whipped cream, and nuts may 
be added, if desired. 

WESTERN BANANA SUNDAE. 

Upon a split banana place a small cone of vanilla ice cream 

and another of strawberry ice cream and pour over each of 
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these cones fresh crushed strawberries. Decorate with whipped 
cream and top each mound with a fresh strawberry. 
NEWPORT SUNDAE. 

At one end of a split banana place a small mound of choco- 
late ice cream and at the other a small mound of vanilla ice 
cream. Over the chocolate ice cream pour a ladle of cream 
walnut dressing and over the vanilla ice cream a ladle of any 
seasonable crushed fruit. Top each mound with a cherry and 
put a spoonful of chopped nut meats between the mounds. 

ISLAND BANANA SUNDAE. 

Place a split banana in an oblong dish. Drop a very small 
cone of vanilla ice cream into a mixing glass and add a ladle of 
whipped cream and a spoonful of chopped nut meats. Deposit 
this mixture in the center of the banana and top off with three 
or four cherries. 

MAINLAND DELIGHT. 

Upon a split banana place two small mounds of chocolate 
ice cream. These mounds should be placed close together and 
covered with a liberal portion of whipped cream. Sprinkle the 
whipped cream with grated sweet chocolate and decorate with 
a half dozen strawberries. 

CHOP SUEY SUNDAE. 

Upon a split banana place two small mounds of vanilla ice 
cream. Over one of the mounds of ice cream pour a ladle of 
chop suey dressing and on the other place a lychee nut. Then 
sprinkle chopped nuts around the edge of the plate. Place two 
round sticks of sweet chocolate upon the plate to represent chop 
sticks. 

SWEETHEARTS’ SUNDAE. 

Upon a split banana place three champagne wafers, laying 
them diagonally across the banana. Upon each wafer drop a 
small cone of ice cream, using three kinds, if available. Pour 
over the ice cream a ladle of crushed pineapple and top each 
cone of ice cream with a fresh strawberry. Then fill the spaces 
between the cones with whipped cream or marshmallow cream 
dressing. 

PARIS SPECIAL. 

Place a few lettuce leaves upon a plate and upon them lay 
a split banana. Upon this lay three dainty sweet wafers to 
form a base for three cones of ice cream, one each of coffee, 
strawberry and vanilla. Over the coffee ice cream pour some 
maple marshmallow nut dressing; over the strawberry ice cream, 
a ladle of crushed fruit, and over the vanilla ice cream, some 
chop suey or oriental dressing. Upon each cone place a cherry 
and decorate with whipped cream. 

PORCUPINE SUNDAE. 

Upon a split banana pour a ladle of crushed cherries and 
then place thereon two small mounds of vanilla ice cream. Last 
of all, top each mound with a cherry. A variation of this deli- 
cious sundae may be obtained by placing two small mounds of 
vanilla ice cream upon a split banana and candied cherries 
around the edge of the banana. A spoonful of chopped nut 
meats should then be placed between the mounds and each 
mound topped with a fresh strawberry. 

NAPOLEON SUNDAE. 

Upon a split banana place two small mounds of ice cream. 
Any two flavors may be used. Pour over the cream a little 
maple or coffee syrup and cover with whipped cream, so as to 
make an oblong mound. Then decorate with fresh straw- 
berries. 

A variation from the above may be obtained by placing a 
split banana lengthwise and by spreading it open on the dish, 
with the lower end held together with the peel. The center is 
then filled with ice cream and a little vanilla syrup is poured 
over it. The preparation should be topped with whipped cream 
and a Maraschino chery. 

MANHATTAN SURPRISE. 


Place a small cone of half vanilla and half strawberry ice 
cream in a sundae cup. Cut a banana in thick slices and place 
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them around the base of the cone. On each slice of banana 
place a spoonfu! of different crushed fruits or nuts. 


BANANA PUFF. 

Into a punch glass slice a small banana. Over the banana 
pour a half ounce of sweet cream and sprinkle with powdered 
sugar. Fill the giass with ice cream, placing vanilla ice cream 
on one side and strawberry on the other. Top with whipped 
cream and add a strawberry. 


GIANTS’ SUNDAE, 

Slice a half banana into a small place and pour over the 
slices a small ladle of fresh crushed strawberries. Then cover 
this preparation with a ladle of whipped cream. Upon this 
cream place a small mound of coffee ice cream and add a sweet 
champagne wafer on one side of the dish. 

MARSEILLES SUNDAE. 

Into.a sundae cup place a small cone of vanilla ice cream. 
Pour over this a small ladle of chocolate syrup or chocolate 
marshmallow dressing. Slice a half banana around the base of 
the cone and sprinkle with chopped nut meats, topping with 
whipped cream and a Maraschino cherry. 


POST-PRANDIAL SUNDAE. 

Into a sundae cup deep enough to hold two small mounds of 
ice cream place a mound of vanilla ice cream and pour over it 
some chocolate dressing. Over this slice a half banana and 
add a teaspoonful of malted milk. Upon this place a small cone 
of vanilla ice cream and cover with chocolate syrup. Then top 
all with a Maraschino cherry. 

PLAIN BANANA SUNDAE. 
Place a cone of vanilla ice cream in a sundae cup and pour 


over it a ladle of crushed banana. Then top off with a little 
marshmallow cream dressing. 


FOLLIES OF IQII SUNDAE, 

Into the center of a split banana place a small cone of choc- 
olate ice cream. At each side of the chocolate ice cream place 
a small cone of vanilla ice cream. Then place three clover leaf 
wafers on each side of the dish and pouraladle of maple walnut 
dressing over the ice cream. 


CAN’T BE BEAT SUNDAE. 


On a split banana place two small cones of strawberry and 
vanilla ice cream and one of orange or other water ice. Over 
the vanilla ice cream pour some chocolate marshmallow dressing 
and over the strawberry ice ¢ream pour a ladle of crushed pine- 
apple. Upon each cone of cream place a creme de menthe 
cherry and upon the water ice a Maraschino cherry. Then deco- 
rate with whipped cream. 


CAPRICORN SUNDAE. 


Place two small mounds of vanilla ice cream upon a split 
banana and pour over them a ladle of crushed pineapple. Sprin- 
kle with grated cocoanut and top each mound with a cherry. A 
variation from the above method may be obtained by placing a _ 
smali cone of vanilla ice cream and one of strawberry ice cream 
upon a split banana. Over the cream a ladle of fresh pineapple 
should be poured and the preparation should then be sprinkled 
with shredded cocoanut. A spoonful of whipped cream should 
be placed between the cones of ice cream, and each of them 
should be topped with a red and green cherry. 


IRISH SUNDAE, 
Place two small mounds of pistachio ice cream close together 
upon a split banana. Then add a few pistachio nuts. 
WHITE MOUNTAIN SUNDAE. 
Place two small mounds of vanilla ice cream close together 
upon a split banana. Arrange an oval of orange slices around 
the cream by dividing the peeled orange into two sections and 


then sprinkle with grated cocoanut.

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N. A. R. D. ARGUES 
AGAINST PARCELS POST 





Would Wipe Out Small Dealer—Thirty-five Thousand 
Druggists in Opposition- Many Others Oppose Measure 





ASHINGTON, July 20—Willard S. Richardson, of Wash- 

ington, D.” C., appeared before the House Committee on 

Post Offices on July 13, and in behalf of the National Associa- 

tion of Retail Druggists spoke in opposition to the plan to re- 
port a parcels post bill. 

Mr. Richardson said that he represented an association of 
about 35,000 members, which was unalterably opposed to par- 
cels post legislation, either 
general or rural, as it was be- 
lieved that a _ parcels post 
would mean further concen- 
tration of great commercial 
centers and the destruction of 
thousands of small merchants 
scattered all over the country. 
He did not think the small 
merchants could continue to 
exist, as they had hard work 
to do so now. The druggists. 
he said, had considered the 
question thoroughly in their 
conventions, and were of the 
opinion that the demand for 
the parcels post came from 
mail-order houses or estab- 
lishments. that did business by 
catalogue. Mr. Richardson 
further said that he did not 
think the farmers wanted the 
establishment of the parcels 
post, and that he based his 
opinion upon observation 
among the farmers in Ver- 
mont. He had asked them about the parcels post, what they 
thought of it, etc., and they seemed to take no interest in the 
matter. They would, he said, rather go to the local centers 
and make their purchases, as they learned more there, were able 
to examine a larger assortment of goods, and generally made 
better use of their money. The usual questions about the ques- 
tion of cut rates on drugs and proprietary medicines were asked, 
and Mr. Richardson discussed the subject of fixed prices and 
the extent to which the mail order houses have been doing a 
patent medicine business. He is of the opinion that the gov- 
ernment ought to stop the sale of all patent medicines and added 
that the retail druggists could not help themselves, because the 
manufacturers had created such a demand for the goods. 

With reference to the cost of the parcels post, Mr. Richard- 
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son said that he and those whom he represented did not see 
how the government could afford to carry parcels by mail at 
the prices that had been suggested by some, such as eight cents 
a pound. The effect would be to increase that part of the gov- 
ernment’s business, which was conducted at a loss, and to get 
no corresponding benefit in return, The present rate, with a 
limit of four pounds, was the desirable thing, The majority 
of commodities which the public desired to send through the 
mail weighed less than four pounds. Mr. Richardson further 
argued that a reduction in the rate charged on packages would 
result in an increase in the cost of carrying on rural mail ser- 
vice. As the latter was already a losing business, the parcels 
post would make it still more so and the effect would be great- 
ly to increase the cost of what is already a costly phase of gov- 
ernment postal service. As a matter of fact, he did not think 
that the farmer would use the parcels post much in the ship- 
ment of small packages of produce. He would not send his 
butter, eggs, etc. in that way, but the parcels post would be 
used entirely by the mail order house and the department store 
for the purpose of shipping goods to him. The flow of goods 
would all be one way. This would simply operate to keep the 
farmers at home, and they would be misled by catalogues in 
which exorbitant prices would be set, while they would have no 
opportunity of judging the quality of the articles offered them. 
Several other points were taken up by Mr. Richardson, and the 
committee listened attentively to his argument, as well as to 
that of a number of other representatives of different lines of 
business, all of whom opposed parcels post legislation. 





Believes Parcels Post Will Help, Not Hurt, the

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holding a fair trade. The aggressive campaign of a few lum- 
ber and implement dealers and heavy hardware men against a 
parcels post is beginning to look ridiculous to the trades that 
would be most naturally interested in the parcels post. In 
any event lumber and agricultural implements will never be 
shipped by a parcels post, so the people who make so much noise 
about it have nothing to fear. The small retailer, and this in- 
cludes the retail druggist, particularly in the country districts, 
have much to gain and nothing to lose by the passage of a par- 
cels post bill.” 

The retail dealers in practically all lines have been outspoken 
and active in their opposition to parcels post. At the con- 
gressional hearing many retail organizations appeared in oppo- 
sition to the proposal to establish a general parcels post. An 
interesting contribution to this topic from the other side has 
been presented in the form of a report to the American Manu- 
facturing Perfumers’ Association by the committee on freight 
and transportation, of which Mr. Ingram is chairman. He 
is firmly convinced that the introduction of a general par- 
cels post system by the United States would help, not hurt, the 
retail dealer. In this report, which has recently been pub- 
lished, Mr. Ingram points out that the catalogue house, which 
has been built up to such enormous proportions in the United 
States, is unknown in the countries that have a parcels post. 
He further points out that the local merchant has not been in- 
jured in any of the countries in which parcels post has been in 
existence. The pamphlet is most interesting, and should be 
read by every one who has given the subject any thought at all.

THE KENTUCKY DRUG CONFERENCE 





Valuable Addresses by Experts in Food and Drug Laws — 
Meaning and Scope of the Food and Drug Laws— 
Manufacturers’ Methods Discussed Improved Condi- 
tions in the Drug Trade 

_r 

HE druggists’ conference, with respect to the application of 
the Kentucky State Pure Food and Drugs Act, opened at 

the Agricultural Experiment Station, State University, on Tues- 
day, July 11, and continued for three days. While the attend- 
ance was not so large as had been anticipated, it was a repre- 
sentative one, there being delegates present from all parts of 
the state. Dr. M. A. Scovell welcomed the druggists on behalf 
of the Experiment Station and the University and reviewed the 
general line of work conducted by the Experiment Station. 

J. E. Cooper, a Lexington druggist, and for several years a 

member of the State Board of Pharmacy, read an address, in 

which he referred to the influence which the food and drugs 
act has had in maintaining the standard of pharmacy. 
R. M. Allen, head of the food and drug division, presented 

a paper entitled, “Application of the State and Federal Food 

and Drug Laws to the Manufacture and Sale of Drugs,” and 

pointed out the requirements of the state and Federal law 
and the application of each to the druggists’ business and em- 
phasized the need for uniformity in the provisions of these 
laws. He showed that the Federal law is weak in many places 
and the necessity for amending it by the enactment of a state 
law so as to bring the fullest protection to the citizen and to 
raise the food and drug business to the highest plane possible. 
He said further that one of the most important provisions of 
the state law was the requirement that a list of poisons or habit- 
forming drugs should be shown on the label and gave it as his 
opinion that the law in this respect should be amended, and that 
not only the technical name, but the name by which such drugs 
are commonly known should appear on the label; also that the 
law should be amended to fix the limit of responsibility for 
deterioration and that packages should be labeled to show the 
time when they would cease to be fit for use. Mr. Allen also 
referred to the recent message of President Taft recommending 
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that the Federal food and drugs act be amended and stated that 
that which the President was desirous to bring about is really 
in force in Kentucky, whose law prohibits the sale of any drug 
product “which is labeled or branded or in any manner repre- 
sented and sold so as to deceive or mislead the purchaser or 
consumer with respect to the purity, quality or medicinal value.” 

Dr. L. A. Brown, drug chemist of the food and drug divi- 
sion, gave a series of talks on laboratory work in the drug store 
and emphasized the necessity for college training in pharma- 
ceutical and chemical lines before engaging in the drug business. 
He spoke also of the desirability of druggists compounding 
their own preparations, pointing out the difference in cost be- 
tween such preparations and those put up by some one else, 
showing that a saving of from 50 to 100 percent. can often be 
effected in this way. 

The first speaker, on Wednesday, was C. S. Porter, field in- 
spector for the food and drugs division at the experiment sta- 
tion, who gave “A Summary of Problems from Field Notes,” 
and took up samples which had been collected from the markets 
and which were found to be below standard, showing that in 
most instances the shortage was due to some problem of prepa- 
ration or of keeping. He also emphasized the necessity for 
accurate weights and discussed the progress of pharmacy in 
general, referring to the creation of pharmacy laws and phar- 
macy boards. 

Dr. Frank L. McCartney, of the Sharp & Dohme laboratories, 
took for the subject of his discourse some of the problems in 
connection with the preparation, storage and handling of drug 
products, and referred to a number of products to illustrate 
the susceptibility to deterioration, showing the need for the 
pharmacist first of all to start with tested chemicals. He re- 
ferred in commendatory terms to the treatise of Dr. L. A. 
Brown on the “Preservation of Drugs,” and spoke also in praise 
of the work done by the Kentucky food and drug authorities. 

Dr. Daniel J. Healy, bacteriologist of the food and drug 
division, gave an informal talk on the subject of bacterial con- 
tamination and the means of controlling it, and advised the 
druggist to use only the purest materials. 

“The Deterioration of Pharmaceutical Preparations” was the 
subject chosen and ably presented by Dr. F. O. Taylor, of the 
Parke, Davis & Company laboratories. Dr. Taylor gave much 
valuable information and referred in detail to the effect of light 
and heat and moisture, of amber colored bottles, black bottles, 
clear bottles, of bacteriological infections, insects, etc., upon the 
medicinal properties of various drug products. His paper was most 
voluminous, the reading of it wh abstract taking over two hours. 

Dr. W. O. P. Andrews, of the Squibb & Sons laboratory, spoke 
on “Ethical Pharmacy,” pointing out the difference between the 
duties of the pharmacist, whose province it is to know the 
composition of the drugs prescribed, and the physician who, 
while he diagnoses disease, may not know the composition of 
the drugs prescribed therefor. 

At the morning session, on Thursday, President Henry S. 
Barker welcomed the visitors. Judge W. T. Lafferty, dean of 
the law school, spoke on the ethical relations of the druggists to 
the public in the sale of drugs. C. S. Porter read another paper 
on “Pharmaceutical Preparations of Trouble to the Trade.” 
Professor J. O. LaBach, chief chemist of the food and drug 
division, went into the details of the manufacture and analysis 
of iemon, vanilla and artificial extracts, pointing out what con- 
stitutes adulteration of these products. He also took up the 
subject of ice cream and showed the standards of purity under 
the law. Professor Walter H. Bome, of Frederick Stearns & 
Company, made an address on “Manufacturing Problems and 
the Scientific Control.” Dr. R. M. Allen gave an illustrated 
fecture on “Signs and Labeling.” 

The conference was so successful that a similar plan will be 
taken up with firms engaged in the ice cream business and the 
soft drink business, and an effort will be made to have similar 
conferences with the State’s bakers, grocers. dairymen and other 
departments of the food industry. 
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Charges Preferred Against Dr. Wiley 


Attorney General Recommends Dismissal of Dr. Rusby, Demotion of Dr. Kebler and Dr. Bige- 
low, and That Dr. Wiley Be Given an Opportunity to Resign—Outcome of Friction in 
Department of Agriculture—Wiley Not Frightened—Rusby Makes Vigorous Defence— 
President Deluged with Protests Against Removal—Congressional Investigation Instituted

DETAILS OF THE CHARGES 

agrees: July 20.—President Taft now has before 
him a complete set of the papers relating to the charges 
against Dr. H. W. Wiley, the chief of the Bureau of Chemistry 
in the Department of Agriculture, in connection with which 
Dr. Wiley’s resignation is called for. The subject was brought 
to the attention of the President a week or two ago, but it was 
not until Tuesday, July 18, that all of the documents, including 
Dr. Wiley’s reply to his critics, were placed in the hands of the 
Executive. The matter was informally considered at a cabinet 
meeting on that day, but action was deferred on account of the 
absence of Attorney-General Wickersham and the fact that Sec- 

retary Wilson was not prepared to make a recommendation. 
President Taft’s action in the Wiley case, when taken, will 
close an incident which has long been expected, and for which 
preparation has been made 
throughout a long period. The 
incident itself started a few 
weeks ago, when a committee 
on personnel in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, consist- 
ing of Assistant Secretary W 
M. Hays, Chief Clerk C. C. 
Clark, and Solicitor George 
P. McCabe, decided to file 
charges with Secretary Wil- 
son against Dr. Wiley. On 
the basis of these charges 
they recommended that Dr. 
Wiley be allowed to resign, 
that Dr. L. F. Kebler be re- 
duced from the headship of 
the division of drugs to an 
investigative position, and that 
Dr. H. H. Rusby, of New York, 





tion in the Department of Agriculture and a fast-growing de- 
sire to eliminate Dr. Wiley from the position which he now 
holds. In current newspaper discussion of the situation there 
has been a disposition to represent the incident as due to the 
effort of outside “interests” to displace Dr. Wiley, but thus far 
no evidence whatever has been produced to substantiate such a 
suggestion. If these interests have been active in the matter, 
they have operated through the Department of Agriculture, and 
the officials there have probably been far more desirous of 
eliminating Dr. Wiley on their own account than has been true 
of the outsiders. The Wiley episode is recognized as being 
simply another commentary on the disorganized condition of 
the Department of Agriculture, and it is this which has appeared 
to warrant’ the undertaking of an investigation into conditions 
in the department by the Congressional Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Department 
of Agriculture. That com- 
mittee has asked for the pa- 
pers in the Wiley case, and is 
prepared to begin the sum- 
moning of witnesses as soon 
as the papers are received. In 
this inquiry it is designed to 
bring out more fully than 
heretofore the facts concerning 
the organization of the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection 
and of the Remsen Referee 
Board of Consulting Chemists, 
neither of which is regarded as 
having any legal basis. When 
this has been done, it is be- 
lieved that the conditions in- 
dicated will lead to a revival 
of the demand for reorgani-

Dr. Rusby to pay the latter a salary of $1,600 a year 
in return for his work in the bureau of chemistry, it be- 
ing understood that the service to be performed by Dr. 
Rusby would not be more than a number of days suffi- 
cient, at the rate of $20 per day, or $50 when a day 
was spent in court, to come to the $1,600. This was regarded 
by the committee on personnel as an attempt to evade or vio- 
late legislation inserted by Congress in the annual appropria- 
tion bill, whereby it was provided that the fees of experts 
should not he paid at a rate in excess of $4,000 a year, which 
has been construed as meaning a corresponding pro rata sum 
per day. The charges and recommendations were sent by Sec- 
retary Wilson to Attorney-General Wickersham, who, after ex- 
amining the records in the case, concurred in the recommenda- 
tions of the committee on personnel, giving it as his opinion 
that the action of Dr. Wiley was such as to merit “condign 
punishment.” Of course it has been recognized from the be- 
ginning that the charges against Dr. Wiley and the others were 
purely technical, being the outgrowth of long-standing irrita- 


of Agriculture and President of the U. S. Pharmacopceial Convention. 
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recognize the necessity of tak- 
ing action in regard to the matter. The question has been 
raised whether any real changes can be brought about without 
a change in the headship of the department. There is an un- 
doubted feeling that this incident has tended to empha- 
size the demand for the appointment of a new Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to succeed the present incumbent of 
that office. Whether any such change can be brought 
about in the near future or not is doubtful, and until it 
is made there seems very little chance of much change in 
the internal working of the department, unless as a result of 
direct interposition on the part of President Taft himself. It 
is, however, probable that in framing the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill next winter, congress will endeavor to bring about 
some changes in the organization of the Department of Agri- 
culture, if they have not earlier been effected. 

The charges were formulated by the committee on personnel 
as follows: 


1. That Drs. Wiley, Bigelow ard Rusby, throughout the negotiations 
for the readjustment of Dr. Rusby’s salary, had in view the purpose to 
restore Dr. Rusby’s rate of compensation to $20 per diem for days 
actually employed, thus to retain his expert services both in the laboratory 
and in court, which services were highly valued by the Bureau of Chem- 
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istry; to accomplish this purpose they made a secret arrangement, and, 
through Dr. Wiley, proposed to the Secretary of Agriculture the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Rusby at a legal rate per annum, without disclosing to the 
Secretary that Dr. Rusby was in fact to be paid at an illegal rate, dif- 
ferent from the rate specified in the appointment. : 

2. That Dr. Kebler knew the obyect sought by Drs. Bigelow and 
Wiley, approved the arrangement and recommended its acceptance by Dr. 
Rusby; and added a statement of his opinion that the new arrangement 
was more advantageous than the former arrangement for compensation at 
the rate of $9 per diem for days actually employed. 

3. That Dr. Rusby recommended the appointment of Dr. Mansfield 
at the rate of $50 a month partly in order that he might avail himself 
f Dr. Mansfield’s services as a substitute during his absence from uni- 
versity work without expense to himself. ; 

4. That Dr. Rusby’s compensation was reduced from $20 per diem to 
$9 per diem, in accordance with the opinion of the Attorney General that 
his employment at the former rate was contrary to law; that_ thereafter, 
with full knowledge of this fact, Dr. Rusby proposed and Dr. Bigelow 
and Dr. Kebler, with the approval of Dr. Wiley, arranged the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Rusby at an apparently lawful rate of compensation, namely, 
$1,600 per annum, with the private agreement, not disclosed to the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, that, notwithstanding the terms of this appointment, 
Dr. Rusby was to be compensated at another and a different rate, namely, 
$20 per diem, the rate which had been originally paid and held to be 
illegal. 

After considering this evidence the committee sent this letter 


to Secretary Wilson:

Dr. H. H. Rusby. . 

. That Dr. H. W. Wiley, Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, and 
Dr. wy. D. Bigelow, Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, be given 
an opportunity to resign from the positions which they now hold in the 
Bureau of Chemistry, on account of irregularities in appointments of Dr.

The matter then went to Attorney-General Wickersham, and 
he delivered the following opinion: 


Law Violated, Says Wickersham 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, WASHINGTON. 
May 13, I9I!I. 
The President, 

The White House, ; 

Str—I have carefully examined the report of the Committee on Per- 
sonnel of the Department of Agriculture in which, after summarizing the 
evidence adduced before them, they recommend that Dr. H. H. Rusby, 
Pharmacognosist in the Bureau of Chemistry, be dismissed from_the serv- 
ice; that Dr. L. F. Kebler, Chief of Drug Laboratory in the Bureau of 
Chemistry, be reduced from his present position, and Dr. H. W. Wiley, 
Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, and Dr. W. D. Bigelow, Assistant Chief 
of the Bureau, be given an opportunity to resign from the positions which 
they now hold in the Bureau of Chemistry, on account of irregularities 
in the appointments of Dr. H. H. Rusby. | 

The facts shown by these papers are, briefly, as follows: * 

Dr. Rusby was employed as a scientific expert in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, Department of Agriculture, his regular charge for his services being, 
apparently, $20 a day for laboratory work, and $50 a day for attendance 
in court. ; 

On May 24, 1909, the Attorney General advised the Secretary of Agri- 
culture that no greater compensation could be lawfully paid to members 
of the Referee Board, Department of Agriculture, than a pro rata of the 
maximum compensation of such employes, respectively, viz., $3,500 per 
annum, for the time which they actually serve under such employment. 
The specific question submitted and answered was whether or not the 
Secretary was justified in making payments to members of that board as 
compensation for their services at a rate per diem, which, if, continued 
throughout the year, would make the total aggregate compensation greater 
than the amount limited by a novision of ithe act of March 4, 1907 (34 
Stat., 1280), which, reads as follows: 

Provided, That the maximum salary of any classified scien- 
tific investigator in the City of Washington, or other employe en- 
gaged in scientific work, shall not exceed $3,500 per annum. 

oo question the Attorney General answered in the negative (27 Op.. 
355). 
This opinion being promulgated in the department, the compensation 
of Dr. Rusby was reduced to the rate of $3,500 per annum, which pro 
tated throughout the year amounted to about $0 per day, and on May 29, 
1909, Dr. Rusby’s annointment as pharmacognosist in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, Department of Agriculture, was issued, designating him to that 
employment, 

at a salary at the rate of $9 per diem when actually employed, on 

the miscellaneous roll paid from the fund appropriated for “gen- 

eral expenses, Bureau of Chemistry, Laboratory, Department of 
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Agriculture.” 3y change in salary from $20 per diem, when 
actually employéd, not to exceed 150 days in any one fiscal year. 


This reduction in salary was very objectionable to Dr. Rusby, whe 
seemed to have complained about it, and finally to have advised Dr. Keb- 
ler, chief of*the Drug Laboratory in the Bureay of Chemistry, that unless 
some better arrangement could be made he could not continue in his em- 
ployment in the bureau. Thereupon Dr. Kebler, Dr. Bigelow and Dr., 
Wiley, Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, united in an arrangement 
whereby they were to satisfy Dr. Rusby’s demands for increased com- 
pensation and evade the provisions of law applicable to the employment 
of scientific exverts in the Bureau of Chemistry, which had been held to 
limit the possible payment to him to $9 per day. Pursuant to this arrange- 
ment, on February 16, 1911, Dr. Wiley submitted to the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, for his approval, an appointment of Dr. Rusby as pharmacog- 
nosist— 


At a salary at the rate of one thousand six hundred ($1,600) 
dollars per annum, on the miscellaneous roll paid from the fund 
appropriated for ‘‘General Expenses. Bureau of Chemistry,’’ Food 
and Drugs Act, Salaries out of Washington. By change of sal- 
ay from $9.00 per diem, when actually employed, on the same 
roll. 


transmitted to 
3igelow wrote 


This appointment was signed by the Secretary and 
Dr. Rusby. Prior thereto and on January 21, 1911, Dr, 
to Dr. Rusby, stating, among other things: 

Kebler and I took the matter up with Dr. Wiley today, and 
he said he would anvrove it if we had on record an understand- 
ing with you so that we could not be held responsible for your 
receiving an annual salary and not devoting your whole time to 
the bureau. I told him that if you were given an appointment 
at the rate of $170 a month you would agree not to receive 
more than $20 a day for time actually employed. By that I mean 
the usual official day of seven and one-half hours. This would 
be equivalent to eight and one-half days a month on the aver- 
age. I told him that if it happened that your work for the de- 
partment amounted on the average to less time than that you 
would ask for leave of absence for sufficient time to bring it to 
that basis. 


Coutp Pran His Own Work, 


In reply to this Dr. Rusby wrote, under date of January 23, 1911, 
that he did not fully understand the language of Dr. Bigelow’s letter, 
but supposed that it meant that if he did not earn the entire $2,000 at 
the rate agreed upon (at that time they were talking about a salary at 
the rate of $2,000 per annum, the rate being later fixed at $1,600) he 
would not expect to receive any more than was so earned. 

When the appointment was issued and sent to Dr. Rusby, Dr. Bige- 
low wrote to him saying: 

Personally I think this is far better than the former arrange- 
ment. You*are now assured of getting a certain amount each 
month irrespective of the time spent, and you can still so plan 
your work so as to interfere with your regular duties to a mini- 
mum extent. 


Dr. Rusby, however, was not sure about this, and on March 3, 1911, 
wrote to Dr. Bigelow stating that before accepting the appointment he 
desired to secure information on several points, so as to ascertain whether 
he would be in a worse position financially under the new appointment 
than under the old one. In this letter he said: 

Kindly recall that on my side the basis of compensation is 
not less than $20 per day. At that rate, only eighty days’ work 
per year are provided for, and that is not time enough to satis- 
factorily perform more than the current port work here, leaving 
no time for examination of interstate samples, especially micro- 
scopical examinations, or for attendance at court. For every day 
at court, on the average, one day of preparation is required. 

The above facts lead to the inquiry: Would not the salary 
named compel me to either do very uch more than eighty days’ 
work per year, or otherwise fail to do the necessary amount of 
work in a Satisfactory manner? 

In reply to this, E. M. Chace wrote to Dr. Rusby stating that owing 
to Dr. Bigelow’s absence his letter,had come to him for attention, and 
that while he had not’ taken thé métter up officially in any way, his un- 
derstanding of Dr. Rusby’s appointment was that he was at liberty to do 
such outside work as came within the proper limits, except on the days 
of his department service. 

The salary stated is drawn monthly, whether or not work 
has been done during the month. 

On March 4 Dr. Kebler wrote to Dr. Rusby, stating, among other 
things: 

Personally I am of the opinion that your new appointment 
is much better than the old. Under this appointment you can do 
as little as one day’s work per month and you get your salary. 
On the other hand, if you work five or ten days, your salary 
would be the same per month. It seems to me that you have the 
matter largely in your own hands. I am satisfied that if you do 
not accept the new appointment, nothing more can be done, and 
your services, so far as our work is concerned, can no longer be 
utilized materially in the future. 

On March 6 Dr. Rusby wrote to Dr. Kebler saying that ke had de- 
cided to accept the appointment. 


Criticism oF Dr. Kesler. 


When: the matter came before the Committee on Personnel of the 
Department of Agriculture, the various officials involved appeared and 
testified with respect to the transaction, their attention being called to the 
letters above referred fo. Dr. Kebler’s testimony does not impress me as 
being very straightforward. He equivocated a good deal about the let- 
ters signed by him, but did not deny writing them. Dr. Bigelow testified 
more frankly. He admitted that he had an understanding with Dr. 
Rusby that his remuneration was to be not more than $20 per day. His 
attention was called to the letter which he wrote to Dr. Rusby on Janu- 
ary 21, containing the paragraph: 

Kebler and I took the matter up with Dr. Wiley today, and 

he said he would approve it if we had on record an understand- 

ing with you so that we could not be held responsible for your 

receiving an annual salary and not devoting your whole time to 

the bureau. 

On this point he testified as follows: 


When the reply to that letter came back I took it to Dr. 
Wiley. He said, “No, you misunderstood me; what I want is an 


Index page 55.

understanding with Dr. Rusby that he will go to court when- 

ever we ask it, and will do whatever work we have for that 

salary.” 

Dr. Bigelow’s attention being called to the above quoted paragraph 
of his letter beginning: ‘I told him that if you were given an appoint- 
ment at the rate of $170 a month,” etc., he stated that the understanding 
at that time was that Dr. Rusby was to get $2,000 for one hundred days’ 
work, and if he worked less than that he was to get less than $2,000, 
in proportion. Dr. Bigelow said he took the letter to Dr. Wiley, who 
stated that he would explain the whole matter carefully to the Secretary; 
that afterward, just as he [Dr. Bigelow] was leaving for Porto Rico, 
he asked Dr. Wiley if he had taken the matter up with the Secretary, 
and he said, “Yes, and he approved it.” Dr. Bigelow afterward found 
that the annual salary specified had been reduced from $2,000 to $1,600. 

Mr. McCabe called Dr. Bigelow’s attention to Dr. Rusby’s letter of 
March 3, 1911, in which Dr. Rusby said that the basis of compensation 
was not less than $20 a day. Dr. Bigelow said that he did not receive 
that letter until after his [Bigelow’s] return from Porto Rico; that he 
took no action because he found that Chace had acknowledged the letter, 
and that a reply had come from Dr. Rusby saying that the matter was 
arranged, or something to that effect. 

EXPLANATION BY Dr. WILEY. 

Dr. Wiley testified that his understanding of the arrangement with 
Dr. Rusby was this: 

Of course there was no definite arrangement made with Dr. 

Rusby so far as I know as to how many days he was to work. 

This is the way I put it up to the 
Secretary: That this change of ap- 
pointment was to enable Dr. Rusby 
to get more money for the time he 
was absent from New York on 
cases, namely, about $50 a day, and 
that all the rest of the money that 
was coming to him would be charged 
by him at the old rate of $9 a day. 
He was Satisfied with that rate if he 
did his work there. Then he would 
have to adjust the work so that for 
the number of days he was in court 
he would charge at the rate of 
$50 a day. That was in my mind 
as the object in making this change. 
Of course the per diem charges are 
made in there by the men. We 
are wholly at their mercy, but we 
believe they do not charge a day’s 
work unless they do it. I have 
every confidence in Dr. Rusby. 


* * * + * 


When you employ an expert at 
a stated salary the only difterence 
is that he does not have to return 
his day’s work unless he wants to. 
We leave him to judge of the way 
he puts in his time. If I was sat- 
isfied I would let it go. If I found 
a man doing nothing I should ask 
Chief of the Drug Laboratory , og aoney sey be wih 
of the U. S. Department of ‘ 
Agriculture.

Dr. Wiley testified as to his con- 
versations with the Secretary, but did 
not claim that .he gave the Secre- 
. ; ; tary any reason to believe that the 
intention was in appointing Dr. Rusby on an annual salary of $1,600 per 
annum, that he should do just as little work as he chose to or that he should 
do any less amount of work than was required of other employes of the 
government paid by annual sa‘aries. The original provosition was that he 
should have $2,009 a year, that being about the rate which he had earned 
previously. Subsequently this was found to be more than he had previ- 
ously been paid in any year, and the annual allowance was thereupon fixed 
at $1,600, instead of $2,000. The following testimony was given before 
the Committee on Personnel: : 

Mr. McCabe—So far as you were concerned, he was to work 
as many days as he was called on. For instance, if you had 365 
days’ work for him, was he to work 365? 2 

Dr. Wiley—No; my estimation was that he was to work days 
enough which, added to his court days, would make his salary 
$2,000—$9 a day. : 
(Dr. Wiley elsewhere testified that the idea was that Dr. Rusby should 

have $50 per day for ‘each day spent in attending court.) 

Mr. McCabe—Then you do not know anything about an 
agreement with Drs. Kebler, Bigelow and Rusby that he was to 
work not to exceed 100 days; you didn’t know anything about it? 

Dr. Wiley—I would not say that, because I know that Dr. 
Rusby regarded his work at all times worth $20 a day, and at the 
same time he was willing to continue his inspection work outside 
of court cases at $9 a day. 

* * * * * * 

Mr. McCabe—Do you know whether or not there was such 
an agreement as that, that he was not to work to exceed 100 days? 

Dr. Wiley—Not to my knowledge; I did not know of it. . 

Mr. McCabe—Or not to exceed 80 days for $1,600? 

Dr. Wiley—No; I did not know of any such agreement; that 
was not the thing which was in my mind. I would not haye gone 
to the Secretary with any such agreement. 

The power to appoint Dr. Rusby as an employe engaged in scientific 
work depended upon the same statute as that under which the Attorney 
General advised the Secretary of Agriculture on April 14, 1909, the ap- 
pointment of the so-called Referee Board was permitted. He was, in other 
words, a civil employe of the Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Agri- 
culture, engaged in scientific work and paid out of the appropriation for 
that department under the head of “Bureau of Chemistry,” and by force ot 
the proviso to the act of March 4, 1907 (34 Stat. 1280), his maximum sal- 
ary was limited to not exceeding $3,500 per annum. 

On May 24, 1909, the Attorney General advised the Secretary of Agri- 
culture in reply to an inquiry supplementary to the opinion of April 14, 
1909, above referred to (27 Op. 301), that, by force of Section 2687 R. S., 
which was applicable to “all officers, agents and employes of the United 
States whomsoever,” no greater compensation could be paid to members of 
the so-called Referee Board than a pro rata of the maximum compensation 
of such employes respectively “for the time only which they actually serve 
as such - .’ (27 Op. 358): Said statute further enacted that ‘“‘no 
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such officers, agents or employes” shall, in any case, receive for his serv- 
ices, “either as fees, salary, fines, penalties, forfeiture, or otherwise, for 
the time he may be in service, beyond the maximum pro rata rate pro- 
vided by law.” 

Moreover, the act of Congress approved March 15, 1898 (30 Stat. 316) 
enacts: 

Hereafter it shall be the duty of the heads of the several 
executive departments, in the interest of the public service, to re- 
quire of all clerks and other employes, of whatever grade or class 
in their respective departments, not less than seven hours of labor 
each day except Sundays and days declared public holiday by law 
or executive order. . . . 


“MerITS CoNDIGN PUNISHMENT” [Sic]. 

Apart, however, from any nice consideration of these statutes, it is 
difficult to believe that any vfficials of the government could not have 
known that under an employment of a scientific investigator at a fixed 
annual salary, an agreement with him that he might do as little or as 
much work as he pleased, or that he might work a fixed number of days 
much less than the whole year, was unlawful. 

The evidence submitted by the Committee on Personnel clearly dem- 
onstrates the fact that Dr. Kebler and Dr. Bigelow entered into a scheme, 
to which Dr. Wiley lent his countenance and assistance, to procure the 
appointment of Dr. Rusby at the rate of $1,600 per year under an ex- 
press agreement with him that he was to do no more work under this 
appointment than would be paid for at the rate of $20 per day for 7% 
hours when engaged in laboratory work, and $50 per day when engaged 
in court. The evidence clearly shows that these gentlemen resorted to 
a scheme to create an appearance of compliance with the law, while at 
the same time distinctly agreeing not to comply with it. 

Such an agreement certainly merits condign punishment, and because 
of the facts set forth I recommend the approval by you of the recom- 
mendations of the Committee on Personnel.

President’s direction to Dr. Rusby, and he wrote the following defense: 


Dr. Rusby’s Defence 


Apparently through some misunderstanding Dr. Rusby’s let- 
ter to the Secretary of Agriculture defending the action taken 
was given out to the newspapers before it was received by the 
secretary. The letter reads as follows: 

776 DeGRAw AVENUE, 
Newark, N. J., July 11, 1911. 
The Hon. James Wilson, 
Secretary United States Department of Agriculture: 

Sir—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
July 7, in which you give me an opportunity to make a final answer 
to the charges formulated and passed 
on by ‘the Attorney General and also 
of copies of the Attorney General’s 
report, of the report of the Committee 
on Personnel, dated May 2, and of a 
letter to you from the same commit- 
tee, dated May 3. 

In reply to your invitation to make 
a final answer I desire to say, first, 
that there has been no hearing on 
these charges. There was a_ hearing, 
but I understand that Dr. Wiley was 
informed, in answer to an inquiry, that 
at this time there were no charges. I 
do not know that the law or the regu- 
lations demand such a_ hearing, but 
justice demands, in this case, that you 
should take this fact into considera- 
tion, and that you should treat this 
communication as standing in lieu of 
my testimony at such a hearing, had 
there been one. At such a hearing, as 
that which was held, with no charges 
preferred, there was no opportunity for 
the presentation of any evidence not 
elicited by the questions that were pro- 
pounded, so that an opening was made 
for a one-sided presentation to the At- 
torney General, to constitute the basis 
of his opinion. As the matter now

It is not my desire, in making ment of Agriculture. 
these remarks, to advance technicalities,

is, however, a good broad fact, important in assisting you to a just decision, 
namely, that some facts necessary to an snadhevetandion of the action of 
myself and my associates have not been presented to you at all, and that 
others have reached you in such a form as to lead you to misunderstand the 
very essence of the questions. 





ContrapIcts ATTORNEY GENERAL. 

_The first point to which I ask your attention is the statement that 
begins at the bottom of the second page of the Attorney General’s report, 
as follows: ‘This reduction in salary was very objectionable to Dr. 
Rusby, who seemed to have complained about it, and finally to have ad- 
vised Dr. Kebler, Chief of the Drug Laboratory in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, that unless some better arrangement could be made he could not 
continue in his employment in the Bureau.” I trust that you will give 
careful attention to my correction of this statement, because, as I see 
it, it throws upon me a responsibility that should rest wholly upon Solici- 
tor McCabe. 

It is not true that this arrangement was very objectionable to me, 
and that I complained about it. On the contrary, I was asked at the time 
that it was proposed whether it was satisfactory, and replied that it was. 
It is quite true that a reduction of more than one-half in salary was not 
agreeable, and I may have expressed dissatisfaction, rather with some of 
the conditions, which required the expenditure of a great deal of time in 
going and coming in order to get credit for a very short period of 
service. This is very different from saying that it was unsatisfactory, 
so as to lead to my saying that I must leave the department unless some 
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better arrangement could be made. This did not relate to my employ- 
ment as pharmacognosist at all, but as expert at trials. : 

The definite and specific cause was as follows: During a considerable 
part of October and November, I was called upon to leave my_ college 
work and .attend trials. I explained to Dr. Bigelow and other officers ot 
the bureau, and to the District Attorney, that I must employ a substitute 
at the college at a cost much in excess of my own per diem payment. | 
also pointed out to them that the giving of expert testimony was not in- 
cluded in the duties assigned me as pharmacognosist and that therefore 
I would not consent to go unless it was agreed to pay me fifty dollars 
a day as expert, which was one-half of my usual fee for such work. The 
distinct reply made to me was that this was done in the case of other per 
diem employes and would be done in my case. 

When my bill was presented, 1 am informed, Solicitor McCabe re- 
fused to approve it, declaring that there was no precedent, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that there were such precedents and that he was the one who 
had proposed and carried them through. As a result of this decision, 
had I been paid my nine dollars a day, I should have incurred a net loss 
of forty-six dollars in the eight days. As I was informed that I should 
be sent to Chicago, Chattanooga and elsewhere, requiring my absence 
from the college during a large part of the time, this meant my financial 
ruin. 

Was THREATENED WITH HUMILIATION. 


It was this consideration, and this alone, that led—compelled me is 
a better word—to say that I must leave the department unless. some 
arrangement could be made which would not transform a salary into a 
net loss nor humiliate and degrade me by placing me in the position of 
giving expert testimony for nine dollars a day. 

These points are specifically and fully treated in my communications 
on the subject, and it is a gross and fatal error, so far as reaching the 
truth is concerned, to ignore them in considering the record. Moreover, 
this error on the part of the solicitor was the origin, as it was the be- 
ginning, of the whole difficulty regarding my salary. Still further, its con- 
tinuation into and through the deliberations of your committee and of 
the Attorney General, has resulted in a totally false and baseless charge 
against me, as I think you will see from what follows. Incidentally, it 
is to be noted that I have never been paid the nine dollars a day for the 
expert service referred to. This refusal I take to constitute a tacit recog- 
nition by the solicitor of the fact that such a payment of money, specifically 
appropriated for my services as pharmacognosist, for those of an expert, 
would be illegal. 

The next thing to which I ask your kind attention is the two reasons 
assigned for proposing my dismissal. The first is “on account of irregu- 
larities in connection with his appointment.’ How is it possible for me 
to be held responsible for my own appointment unless it appears that | 
participated knowingly in the alleged irregularities? I was entirely un- 
familiar with the law and the department. regulations. As a scientific 
expert I was supposed to know only my professional work and to leave 
decisions regarding executive action to my administrative superiors. I did 
mot suggest the arrangement that was made, and when it was suggested 
to me, I supposed, and had a right to suppose, that it was legal and 
proper. I knew that practically the same arrangement prevailed with the 
members of the Referee Board. Had I had any suspicion that it was not 
so, I would not have accepted it. 

As a matter of fact, the arrangement was not acceptable to me. The 
arrangement that I desired and urged was that of continuing my $9 per 
day and paying me a separate fee when I testified as expert, and the basic 
error in this whole series of difficulties was the refusal to allow me_ this 
equitable and established provision. Now, it, seems to me an exceedingly 
harsh action, not to deprive me of my position, which is of minor im- 
portance, but to affix the stigma of a dismissal for something of which 
I was entirely ignorant, and with which I had nothing to do beyond ac- 
cepting the action of my superiors. 


Succests A REVISED VERDICT. 


The best that you could possibly do in taking such action would be 
a verdict substantially like the following, no matter how it might be worded: 
“Dismissed for having accepted an appointment from the Secretary, not 
knowing that such appointment by the Secretary was illegal. Such 
ignorance of the law is a good defense for the Secretary, but not for the 
‘scientific employe who trusted to the correctness of the Secretary’s ac- 
tions.”” This I say is the best that you could do, but you would not have 
‘the opportunity of doing so well, because of the utter falsity of the 
charge itself, as a matter of fact. 


: I am charged with having accepted an appointment that would result 
in my getting the equivalent of twenty dollars a day for service as phar- 
macognosist, for which the law allowed a payment of only about nine 
dollars a day. This charge is absolutely false, and unless it is withdrawn, 
and all responsibility resting on me because of it removed and corrected, 
those making it cannot hope to escape the just penalty. 

The whole understanding, fully and definity discussed between me and 
Dr. Bigelow, with whom the arrangement was made, was that this twenty 
‘dollars was to be the sum, as nearly as it could be averaged, of my com- 
pensation both as pharmacognosist and as expert, the solicitor having 
refused to allow me to get the two payments separately, as I -had the 
right to do under the established procedure of the department. My 
Position was not in any sense that of asking that my compensation as 
pharmacognosist be changed, nor did I desire to have it changed, but this 
apnarent change was forced by my inability to get the pharmacognosist’s 
and the expert’s emoluments separated. It was always represented to. me 
‘that the solicitor firmly refused to have them separated, and so they were, 
perforce, united. 

There was a full and expressed agreement that the compensation 
finally fixed on was to include compensation as pharmacognosist and as 
expert, and in my final acceptance I made it clear that this was the only 
consideration that induced me to consent to the arrangement, and it 
ought to have so appeared in my appointment. From the transcript of 
the hearing, from the report of the committee, and from the Attorney 
‘General’s report, this most vital of all the facts concerned is, so far as 

can see, entirely excluded. 

,, vou may say that such a union of payments was illegal, or “iregu- 
lar,” to use the term of the indictment. Very good! It was forced un- 
willingly upon us by the solicitor. In any case, how was I to know that 
that which was approved by the experienced chiefs of the department, 
by its illegal division and by yourself, was wrong? Who could require 
an expert, under which circumstances, to oppose himself against you? 
Should be very grateful, if it is not asking too much of you, to have you 
advise me as to whether under these circumstances I should have waived 
compensation for my services as expert on the ground that the per diem 
Payment was illegal for such service, have accepted the nine dollars per 
‘diem at a ruinous nct loss to myself, or accepted an arrangement made by 
™y superiors for uniting the two payments in one annual salary. 


Was TiRED OF THE WHOLE AFFAIR. 

Please note that I was not asking for a new arrangement of any 
kind whatever. I was tired of the whole affair, and preterred to retire 
from the position, but took the honorable course of notifying the depart- 
ment that [ must leave unless some better arrangement could be made. 
Am I conscript in your department, that I must continue to serve whether 
I wish to or not, under conditions which are ruinous and degrading? 
Or, having offered to resign, and having then accepted an arrangement 
proposed by proper authority, which seemed the best that could be de- 
vised, and which. was the most satisfactory rossible to be secured, am I 
to be punished because of my innocent compliance in an error, refused 
the privilege of resigning, and dismissed in disgrace? 

would like to say another word in relation to my reason for wel- 
coming the increase finally decided on. It was utterly impossible for 
me to leave college frequently to attend trials unless I were to have a 
regularly appointed assistant who could take my place when I was thus 
absent. It was my intention to devote one-half of the two thousand dol- 
lars that I at first understood that I was to receive to employing such an 
assistant. Inasmuch as I had been officially notified of an allowance ot 
nine hundred dollars for my salary as pharmacognosist for the fiscal year, 
with the accompanying statement that if this amount proved insufficient, 
it could possibly be increased, it should be plain that the one thousand 
dollars net remaining to me represented no real increase over what I was 
already receiving. At sixteen hundred dollars I should actually be a 
loser, if I were compelled to do the amount of testifying that I had been 
led to expect. It was literally true that my only object was to secure 
an arrangement that would make it possible for me to continue in my 
position. 

In reading over the Attorney General’s report it does not appear to 
me that this part of the subject has come to his attention at all, not- 
withstanding that it was fully gone into and understood at the hearing, 
and I ask that-it now be taken into consideration. 


SUGGESTION OF AN ASSISTANT. 

The second reason assigned for my dismissal is that I asked for the 
appointment of Dr. William Mansfield as an unskilled laborer. Although 
this subject has been somewhat discussed in the Attorney General’s re- 
port, the page reference there given to the transcript of the hearing is 
insufficient, and the subject has been very wrongly construed. Statements 
which I made at the hearing ought to have rendered such a misconstruc- 
tion impossible. 

The object of having Mansfield appointed for a single month, during 
which, as had been represented to me, it would be necessary for me to 
be absent most of the time, was to prevent the important work which it 
was my duty to perform at the Appraiser’s Stores from remaining undone. 
When a shipment of goods is held up for some time it causes a great deal 
of trouble at the laboratory. This trouble I wished to avoid, and I saw 
no other way of doing it than that which I suggested, the compensation 
asked for Mansfield being less than would have been paid me for the same 
js Page my per diem rate. Some of this work Mansfield could not do, 
and it was arranged that he should send me the things with which he 
needed help. There being necessary work for two men, at points re 
motely separated, I considered it my duty to try and arrange for another 
to do part of it. I had understood that the only way in which a person 
could thus be hired for a limited period was as an “unskilled’’ laborer. 
and that such an arrangement was common. I was asked at the hearing 
whether Mansfield would be expected to do any other work for me, and | 
answered that I naturally supposed he would be willing to give my lec- 
tures without extra compensation. The word used in this answer in the 
ninth line on page 35 of the transcript of the hearing is ‘“‘supposed,” but 
it should have been suppose. As it stands, it is open to the constructicn 
that I had this matter in mind at the time of making the recommendation, 
as a part of my reason for deing so. I do not remember that this 
thought ever came into my mind until it was suggested by the above 
question at the hearing; in any case, it constituted no part of my motive 

But suppose that it had done so, what would have been its force? 
Am I to be expected to go away to do department work at $9 a day, 
to employ another man for this $9 to do the department work left behind 
and which I am unable to do, and over and above all this to pay that man 
$10 apiece for my college lectures? Or am I to be dismissed for recom- 
mending—no, not recommending, but asking, if it would be proper to 
employ some one te do only the department’s work without my being com- 
pelled to pay for it out of my own pocket?

PHILADELPHIANS SUPPORT WILEY 


Joint Meeting of Philadelphia Organizations Eulogizes Dr. 
Wiley and Passes Resolutions Apprdving His Work 
and Opposing His Removal 


HILADELPHIA, July 17.—Representatives of this city’s 

pharmaceutical organizations at a meeting at the Philadel- 
phia College of Pharmacy this afternoon rallied to the support 
of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
Department of Agriculture, and in a series of resolutions ad- 
dressed to President Taft declared that his removal from office 
or any action tending to hamper him in his efforts to 
make the food and drugs law effective would be a_ public 
calamity. In addition to adopting these resolutions unanimous- 
ly, the officers and representatives of the various organizations 
spoke eloquently concerning Dr. Wiley’s work, and denounced 
the efforts to remove him as being prompted by ulterior mo- 
tives. 

The meeting was called at the instance of the Philadelphia 
branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association, and the 
organizations and institutions represented were as follows: 
Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Association, Philadelphia Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists, Philadelphia Branch and its Scien- 
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tific Section, Philadelphia Branch of the American Chemical 
Society, Drug Club of Philadelphia, Department of Pharmacy 
of the Medico-Chirurgical College, Department of Pharmacy 
of Temple University, and the Philadelphia College of Phar- 
macy. 

Dr. I. V. S. Stanislaus, dean of the department of pharmacy 
of Medico-Chirurgical College and president of the Philadel- 
phia Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association, pre- 
sided at the meeting, and in stating its object declared that he 
did not believe that there was any one present who was not in 
accord with the protests that were being filed against the re- 
moval of Dr. Wiley and who did not appreciate his great work 
as the father of the food and drugs act and his subsequent en- 
forcement of it. He explained that the apparent foundation for 
the agitation against Dr. Wiley was a technicality, pure and 
simple. He then called upon Prof. Henry Kraemer to present 
a series of resolutions which the latter had prepared. 

Professor Kraemer explained that it was particularly fitting 
that his Philadelphia friends should rally to the support of Dr. 
Wiley, because no one man had given to the government’s chief 
chemist the amount of assistance in his work as had the late 
Mahlon N. Kline. He then presented the following resolu- 
tions : 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 17, 1911. 


To the Honorable William H. Taft, 
President of the United States: 

The following preamble and resolutions passed at a special meeting of 
representatives of the organizations named are respectfully submitted for 
your consideration: 

Wuereas, We, the officers and representatives of the Pennsylvania 
Pharmaceutical Asssociation, Philadelphia Association of Retail Druggists, 
Philadelphia Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association and its 
Scientific Sections, Philadelphia Branch of the American Chemical Society, 
the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, Department of Pharmacy of the 
Medico-Chirurgical College, Department of Pharmacy of Temple University, 
in special meeting assembled, having learned through various sources that 
the Committee on Personnel of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, has recommended that Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, Chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of that department, “be permitted to resign,” and, 

Wuenreas, The services rendered by Dr. Wiley as Chief Chemist have 
been eminent and have revealed a progressive and liberal spirit and have 
furthermore been of great benefit not only to the agricultural interests of 
the country, but to the American people as a whole, and, 

Wuenreas, Dr. Wiley was the chief promoter of the Federal food and 
drugs act of June 30, 1906, one of the musi beneficent measures ever 
enacted by Congress and has been untiring and fearless in carrying out 
its provisions since its adoption, and, 

Wuenreas, The drug trade generally throughout the United States has 
always had confidence in the integrity and the ability of Dr. Wiley, and 
have endeavored in every manner to support his efforts in the wise and 
judicious administration of the pure food and drugs law; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we heartily endorse and commend the work which Dr. 
Wiley has done in securing the enactment of the food and drugs act and 
in making the law effective since its adoption, which action has had a most 
wholesome influence upon the practice of pharmacy both retail and whole- 
sale, and, furthermore, be it ' 

Resolved, That we earnestly deplore any movement which would either 
cause Dr. Wiley to resign at this time, which it seems to us to be little 
short of a public calamity; or tend to hamper him in his efforts to make 
this law effective and thus render it a dead letter. 


Dr. C. B. Lowe, professor of materia medica of the Phila- 
delphia College of Pharmacy, in seconding the motion to adopt 
these resolutions, declared that the attack upon Dr. Wiley was 
eminently absurd and was inspired by enemies who wished to 
get Dr. Wiley out of the service. 

Dr. Charles E. Vanderkleed, representing the Philadelphia 
Branch of the American Chemical Society, heartily endorsed 
the resolutions, and declared that the work of Dr. Wiley has 
not only been greatly appreciated in the wholesale and manu- 
facturing departments of the drug trade, but by chemists as 
well. 

Dr. H. B. Morse, of Temple University, a former assistant 
to Dr. Wiley, declared that in Walter Fischer, of the Presi- 
dent’s cabinet, the chemist had a warm friend. He declared 
that he believed that action such as was proposed to take at 
the present meeting would tend to counteract the proposed re- 
moval of Dr. Wiley. 

C. Mahlon Kline, vice-president of the Smith, Kline & 
French Company, explained that he was too humble a member 
of the wholesale drug trade to presume to speak for them on 
this issue. As a member of the executive family of the Phila- 
delphia Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association he 
expressed his approval of the work of Dr. Wiley and the wish 
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that his work would not be interfered with. 
highest integrity, and particularly well adapted for his present 
calling, many possibly fail to realize the calamity that would 
result from his removal,” he said. 

Dr. Christopher Koch, president of the Philadelphia Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists and vice-president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Pharmaceutical Examining Board, declared that no one 
man in the history of the United States had done as much 
for the public as had Dr, Wiley. He said that his vast fund 
of information and his services had repeatedly been called upon 
by members of the Pennsylvania board. 

The attitude of the attorney-general was taken exception to 
by Joseph W. England, secretary of the council of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association, who declared that the facili- 
ties of Dr. Wiley’s bureau were not what they should be as 
compared with those of other departments, and that the govy- 
ernment was extremely fortunate in being able to secure the 
services of such a man as Dr. H. H. Rusby at any price. 

Thomas Martindale, a prominent wholesale grocer, told 
what Dr. Wiley had done in raising the food standards of the 
country. Dr. Wiley, he said, was peculiarly fitted for the po- 
sition he now held, as he was “honest to the core; was pos- 
sessed of great personal courage and had infinite patience.’ He 
told of the efforts to defeat the food and drugs act, and de- 
clared that he knew of $6,000 having been sent from Philadel- 
phia alone to defeat the bill. Mr. Martindale declared that 
‘Sf Dr. Wiley is removed, I don’t believe there is another man 
in the country who is capable of filling his position as it should 
be and as it has been filled.” 

Franklin M. Apple declared that, from a business stand- 
point, this slight infringemient of the rules should not be given 
serious consideration, and said that from the standpoint of the 
retail druggist his resignation would be a calamity. 

Charles Rehfuss, president of the Drug Club, emphasized 
the loss to the public by Dr. Wiley’s vacation of the office, and 
declared that the retail druggist had come to depend upon him. 

Similar remarks were made by Dr. William D. Robinson, 
William McIntyre, William E. Lee, William L. Cliffe, William 
A. Carpenter, Dr. John R. Minehart, dean of the department 
of pharmacy of Temple University, and Ambrose Hunsberger. 
secretary of the Philadelphia Branch of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association. Dr. Joseph. L. Lemberger, of Lebanon, 
Pa., president of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Association, 
arrived too late to speak on the resolution, but declared that 
he was in entire accord with it. 

The resolutions were then put to a vote and were carried 
unanimously. A second resolution expressed the thanks of the 
various’ interests to the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy for 
the use of its museum for the holding of the meeting. A copy 
of the resolution, together with the action of the associated in- 
terests, will be forwarded to President Taft by Ambrose Huns- 
berger, who acted as secretary of the meeting.

Opposes Wiley’s Removal 


Among the numerous protests which have reached the Presi- 
dent against the proposed removal of Dr. Wiley is one from 
E. G. Eberle, of Dallas, president of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association, which was sent by telegraph on July 13

American Medical Association Opposes Dis- 
pensing by Physicians and Prescribing 
by Pharmacists 


At the sixty-second annual meeting of the American Medical 
Asociation, held in Los Angeles, June 26 to 30, resolutions were 
adopted by ‘the Section on Pharmacology and Therapeutics re- 
questing that amendments be drafted to the patent and trade 
mark laws whereby no patents shall be granted on materia 
medica products and the patents shall be limited to process and 
apparatus for manufacture, in order that there may be greater 
co-operation among physicians, pharmacists and manufacturers. 
It was also resolved to petition congress to amend the food and 
drugs act so that false statements on labels, etc., may be made 
unlawful. The section also strongly recommended that physi- 
cians shall, as far as possible, relegate to pharmacists the dis- 
pensing and confine themselves to the prescribing of medicines, 
and that pharmacists co-operate with the medical profession by 
refraining from prescribing over the counter and recommending 
medicines for self medication.

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Condition of Trade 


New York, July 21. 

Market conditions during the two weeks covered by this 
review, so far as the movement into consuming channels is con- 
cerned, have been of the usual midsummer character, but several 
of the leading commodities have developd considerable interest, 
with price fluctuations of more than ordinary importance. Opium 
has not only maintained the stronger position referred to a fort- 
night ago, but has made further gains in price, notwithstanding 
the fact that the consuming demand has been limited to actual 
current requirements, which have been light and unimportant. 
The firmness is chiefly due to the statistical position, together 
with speculative influences in the Smyrna market, where late 
advices from growing districts indicate a steady reduction of 
crop estimates. Morphine, codeine and other derivatives have 
not yet undergone any further change, but all are strong in 
price, with the tendency upward. Quicksilver is decidedly 
stronger owing to scarcity, and first hands are practically unable 
to offer either for spot delivery or immediate shipment. All 
mercurial preparations have been advanced by the manufacturers 
both here and in Europe. Refined camphor has again been 
reduced by domestic makers. The Messina essences have con- 
tinued very firm, and higher prices are again quoted for berga- 
mot, lemon and orange. The question of duty classification of 
orange having been decided by the Board of General Appraisers 
in favor of the importers, the latter have shown a disposition to 
operate more freely. Citronella oil is higher, with increased 
activity, and some of the dealers predict further improvement 
in values. Among the roots senega is again firmer, both. here 
and in the West. Mexican sarsaparilla is a shade lower, and a 
material advance is noted in quotations for pareira brava. Car- 
bolic acid continues firm, with prices showing a further advance.

Acdnite leaves are moving only in a slow routine way, and 
the market has an easy undertone, with sellerg at 8 to roc. 

Bitter orange peel is decidedly stronger, the available stock of 
desirable grades of ordinary having been absorbed by one of the 
larger manufacturing consumers. Up to 6% was paid for large 
parcels, and more was wanted at this price, but sellers’ views 
were not under toc, and for choice peel the quotation was I5c. 

Black haw bark of root is somewhat firmer, with quotations 
showing an advance to 17 to 18c, and moderate sales have been 
made at the inside figure. 

Canella bark is offered more freely and supplies are available 
at 12% to 13%4c, as to quantity. 

Carbolic acid has received considerable attention, and the 
market is again stronger, with stocks materially reduced, saies 
in round lots having been made at 12c for large drums. The 
quotation was subsequently advanced to 13c, and manufacturers 
have marked up quotations for small packages in 100 lb. lots to 
the following figures: 1 Ib. bottles, 19c; 5 Ib. bottles, 17c¢; 5 Ib. 
cans, 15%c; 10 lb. cans, 15c; 25 lb. cans, 14%4c, and 50 Ib. cans, 
14¢c, all inclusive. 

Carnauba wax is slightly easier, except No. 1, which is fair- 
ly firm at 61 to 62c. No. 2 and north country are nominally un- 
changed at 42 to 48c, respectively, and quotations for chalky No. 
3 have been reduced to 34% to 35c. 

Cascara sagrada is again firmer both here and on the Pacific 
coast, and the inside quotation for 1910 bark has been further 
advanced to’ 9c, while old is offered sparingly at 10%c. The 
opinion prevails that the quantity peeled this year will be below 
the average. 

Cocaine is lower, owing to competition from one of the for- 
eign manufacturers, and domestic makers have reduced their 
prices 35c per ounce, to the basis of $3.35 to $3.55 for pure in 
bulk, according to size of order. 

Codliver oil is finding only a slow consuming outlet, but some 
interest is shown in forward deliveries. Quotations for Norwe- 
gian are unchanged at $33 to $35, as to brand, and the tone of 
the market is fairly steady, with some of the larger handlers of 
the article inclined to believe that prices have touched the lowest 
point for this season. 

Cramp bark is in more liberal suuply and easier, with quota- 
tions showing a reduction to 6% to 7c. 

Cut soap bark has met with an improved consuming demand, 
and a firmer feeling is manifested on the part of dealers, here 
and in Europe, and the available spot stock is concentrated in 
few hands. Duty is still exacted under the paragraph in the 
tariff law covering articles “enhanced in value by being partly 
manufactured,” and local holders have advanced quotations to 
8% to 9c. Crushed, which pays no duty, is offered at 6%4c and 
upward, as to quantity and holder. 

Ergot is easier to the extent that some holders are willing 
to sell at $1.20, but others continue to quote $1.30. The future 
course of prices will depend largely upon the growing rye crop 
in Russia. 
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Elder flowers are decidedly firmer, owing to scarcity, both 
here and in primary markets, and local dealers have advanced 
quotations to 20 to 25c, according to quality and holder. 

Epsom salts in bags is cabled higher abroad, and the inside 
quotation for round lots has been advanced to 77¢. 

Hungarian chamomile flowers are under selling pressure ow- 
ing to the near approach of new crop, and, while dealers continue 
to quote II to 12c, the inside quctation might be shaded on a firm 
offer. 

Lycopodium is in light supply and stronger in sympathy with 
corresponding conditions in primary markets, and spot quota- 
tions have been advanced to 53 to 55c, with very little obtainable 
at the inside price. The jobbing demand has improved, and 
some speculative inquiry has caused a closer concentration of the 
stock in this market. 

Manna is comparatively quiet, with a slow consuming de- 
mand, and some competition has caused a decline in quotations 
to goc for large flake and 60 to 61c for small. 

Menthol is offered more freely for shipment from Japan, and 
with the local demand light, the spot market is weaker, with 
sellers at $5 to $5.10, and it is intimated that the lower quota- 
tion might be shaded. 

Mercurial preparations are higher in sympathy with the 
stronger position of quicksilver, and manufacturers have ad- 
vanced prices 4c per pound on hard and 2c on soft. The re- 
vised quotations for lots of 50 pounds and over are as follows: 
Calomel, 94c; corrosive sublimate, lump, 85c; crystals. granular 
or powdered, 88c; red precipitate, $1.04; powdered, $1.14; white 
precipitate, $1.09; powdered, $1.14; mercury bisulphate, 68c; mer- 
cury with chalk, 47c; mercurial ointment, 52c; blue ointment, 
42c, and blue pill, 46c. 

Opium continues to show increasing strength, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the consuming demand has been rather slow 
and chiefly for small jobbing parcels, and quotations have been 
further advanced in the local market to $6.50 for original cases 
and $6.55 for smaller quantities. Powdered and granular also 
are higher, and the revised quotations are $7.35 and $7.45, re- 
spectively. : 

Prickly ash bark is without quotable change, but barely steady 
at 20 to 25c, as to quality and holder. 

Short buchu leaves are nominally unchanged at $1.10 to $1,20 
as to holder, but the market has an easy undertone owing to ad- 
vices from abroad to the effect that considerable of the last crop 
has been held back by speculators at the Cape. The London 
market is reported. weak. Long are fairly steady at 72% to 75c, 
and late cables report firmer primary markets for new. 

St. Vincent arrowroot is decidedly firmer both here and in 
London, and spot quotations have been advanced to 8 to 8%c. 
The available stock is concentrated in few hands, and it is 
claimed that further shipments from primary sources of sup- 
ply cannot be made in less than three months. 

Sugar of milk is receiving increased attention and the tone 
of the market is firm, recent efforts to shade the quoted price of 
1oc having been unsuccessful. 

Tin oxide is lower under the influence of a weaker market 
for the basic metal and manufacturers have reduced prices 2c 
per pound to 46 to 48c, as to quantity. 

Tonka beans are extremely scarce, with quotations entirely 
nominal, as the local market is said to be bare of all descriptions. 


Gums. 

Refined camphor is again easier owing to the rather keen 
competition, and domestic refiners have further reduced their 
schedule of prices to the basis of 45c¢ for bulk in barrels and 
45¥c for 4-ounce cakes, in cases, 

Sandarac is in materially reduced supply and holders of the 
limited spot stock are inclined to offer sparingly at the quoted 
range of 16 to 20c, as to grade and quantity. 

Steadily hardening primary markets for sorts Arabic have in- 
uenced local dealers to advance spot quotations to 11% to I2c 
for amber and 15 to 17c¢ for white. Holders offer cautiously, 
even at the advance, as cable advices continue to indicate an 
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upward tendency abroad, and further improvement in values here 
is considered probable. 
Roots 


Canada snake root is slightly firmer, and some holders are 
not inclined to shade 16c for natural and 35c for stripped. Others 
quote 14 and 3oc, respectively. 

Colombo is tending downward in primary markets and local 
dealers are more or less anxious sellers at the quoted range of 
9 to Ioc. 

Gentian is finding an increased consuming outlet, and with 
spot stocks steadily diminishing the market is firmer, and quota- 
tions have been advanced to 6 to 6%c. 

Golden Seal root continues firm at $3.45, with the outlook 
favorable to higher prices, and the quotation for prime pow- 
dered has been advanced to $3.75. 

Mexican sarsaparilla is in slightly better supply and a shade 
easier, the revised spot quotation being 16 to 17c, as to quantity 
and holder. 

Pareira brava is in materially reduced supply and firmer, with 
quotations advanced to 70 to 75c. 

Senega root has met with an active inquiry both for home 
consumption and export. The demand in the West is in excess 
of supplies, and consequently holders there are firmer in their 
views regarding values, which have moved steadily upward, and 
quotations here show an advance to 52%4 to 55¢c. 

Essential Oils 

Bergamot oil is firmer under the influence of increasing 
strength at primary sources of supply, cables from Messina indi- 
cating small stocks and probable shortage of new crop. Local 
dealers have advanced quotations to $4.50 to $4.65, as to brand 
and quantity, and are not anxious sellers. 

Citronella oil”is reported stronger in all positions and a sharp 
advance in prices is noted in Europe and in India. Considerable 
business has been done in the local market at 23c in drums, and 
further sales could have been made at this price, but holders 
have advanced their quotations to 24 to 25c for drums, and 
25 to 26c for cans. In some quarters further improvement in 
values is considered to be impending. 

Lemon oil is higher in sympathy with the Messina market, 
and spot quotations for desirable descriptions have been ad- 
vanced to $1.40 to $1.50. 

Orange oil also is higher under the same influence, and 
quotations for leading brands have been marked up to $2.50 to 
$2.60. The Board of General Appraisers has decided to admit 
this article on the payment of an ad valorem duty of 25 per cent., 
instead of a specific duty of $1 per pound, which has been 
exacted for about two years, and it is expected that the Treasury 
Department will acquiesce in this decision without waiting for 
the prescribed sixty days in which to appeal. 

Peppermint oil has not changed in price, but the position of 
the article is strong, both here and in the West, as crop condi- 
tions are not considered favorable to a normal yield. It is, 
however, yet too early for definite conclusions, as reports are 
more or less conflicting regarding the progress of distillation. 
Meantime local dealers are inclined to offer cautiously. 

Rose oil is higher owing to reports of unfavorable crop con- 
ditions in Bulgaria, and spot quotations for the better brands 
have been advanced to $7.50 to $8.25. 

Sweet almond oil, true, is firmer in sympathy with corre- 
sponding conditions abroad, and spot quotations have been ad- 
vanced to 60 to 70c as to quantity and style of package. 

Chemicals 

Acetone is extremely scarce owing to the curtailed produc- 
tion noted in a previous report, and while manufacturers quote 
15 to 16c for drums, only small lots are obtainable, as the bulk 
of their output is required for deliveries on contracts. 

Nitrate of soda is firmer and for 96 percent. in any position 
the revised quotations are $2.20 to $2.25. For 95 percent. the 
quotations have been advanced to $2.17%4 to $2.20. 

Quicksilver is decidedly firmer owing to scarcity both here 
and abroad. There have been two advances of $2.50 each in 
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the 100-flask price, and the jobbing quotations have been marked 
up to 70 to 72c per pound. Sales are reported of 5 and Io flask 
lots at $52.50 per flask. 

Seeds 

Anise seed, Italian, is slightly easier and the revised range 
of quotations is 75% to 8c as to quantity. 

Anise seed, star, has undergone no material change. ‘here 
was a fractional gain during the fortnight under review, but 
this was subsequently lost, and prices are at the old range of 
18 to 19c as to grade and quantity. 

Caraway seed is offered freely for both spot and forward 
deliveries and the market is easy, with local dealers willing to 
sell at 5% to 5c. 

Celery seed shows an easier tendency and quotations have 
been reduced to 124 to 13¢. 

Coriander seed is cabled higher at primary sources of supply, 
and local dealers are firm in their views. Quotations, however, 
are unchanged at 5 to 5%4c for natural and 5% to 57%c for 
bleached. 





Norwegian Winter Cod Fisheries 


Henry Bordewich, United States Consul-General at Chris- 
tiana states that, according to the official statistics, the catch 
for the whole country up to June 10, I91I, as compared with 
the years 1909 and 1910 at the same date, has been as follows:

The outcome is much above the average. The prices paid 
for the raw product have, nevertheless, ranged quite high. The 
catch in the Lofoten Islands, which begins in January and closes 
about the middle of April, did not give as satisfactory results as 
formerly, neither did the catch along the west coast from 
Aalesund north come up to the average, but the fisheries in the 
extreme north, along the shores of Finmarken, gave better re- 
turns than in any previous year. It is customary for a large 
number of the fishermen, after the fish have left the banks 
around Lofoten, to go to Finmarken, where they stay till the 
close of the season.
